Now if theſe Scrip- 
tures in 7oh. 3. and in Joh. 6. are to be taken, and 
the Tenſe of them expounded literally in the plain 
lerrer of the word, then muſt this of 7oh. 7. 38. be 
underſtood ſo in like manner, where it is ſaid that 
rivers of living water ſhall flow our of the Believers 
belly ; and we might as rationally expett that Scul- 
lers ſhould ply the Ferry at every believers belly in 
theſe rivers of living water ; and alſo that every be- 
liever has crept into his mothers womb, and been 
born again, as to believe that the Bread and Wine in 
the Sacrament of the Lords-Supper after Conſecra- 
tion is Tranſubſtantiated into the Body, Soul, and 
Divinity of our Saviour Chriſt, which is into his 
very perſon. But what will become of all thoſe 
poor ſouls whoſe mothers are dead before they are 
or were converted, that have never a mothers womb 
to creep into? for I will aſſure you that the one is 
as true as the other, let who will deny or con- 
tradi it. And thus you do hear how our Saviour 
Chriſt hath expounded his own meaning, who ſpake 
as never man ſpake like him, he has given a clear 
interpretation of theſe myſtical Scriptures afore 
mentioned, that this eating of his fleſh, and drink- 
ing of his blood, is to be underſtood Symbolically, 
Spiritually, and Sacramentally, by faith, to Com- 
memorate the great love of God in the Tranſattion 
of mans Redemption by the Death and Sufferings of 
our Lord Jeſus Chriſt. But thus much for the 
words of our Saviour Chriſt for the preſent. 

Bur ſecondly, in the ſecond place, ler us hear the 
full of what the Apoſtle Pau! faith unto this Do- 
Qrine alſo, for give me leave to tell ye, Sir, that you 
have quoted bur part of the Apoſtle's words, you 
have curtailed his words alſo in the 1 Cor. 11. 23,25, 
26. For I have received of the Lord that which alſo I de- 
liver nnto you, that the Lord Jeſus the ſame night in 
which he was betrayed, took bread, and when he had gi- 
wen thanks he brake it, and jaid , Take this my boay. 
Thus far you go, Take, Eat this my body ; what Body 
was that ? why it was Chriſt's Sacramental Body , 
namely the Bread and Wine, which are the Signs of 
his Body , which prefigures our unto us his real ma- 
rerial Body, which was Crucified without the Gates 
of Jeruſalem ; it is ro Commemorate the Death and 
Sufferings of Chriſt, and all the Benefits and Bleſ- 
ſings which did flow forth unto poor loſt and un- 
done fallen man, for all that ever did believe, or 
that ever ſhould believe in him, and expett eternal 
life and ſalvation upon the account of his Righte- 
ouſneſs and Merits alone, through the aid and a- 
gency of the Eternal bleſſed and holy Spirit, and all 
this comes flowing unto us from that Bleſſed foun- 
tain of all rhe Chriſtians Mezcies , namely the Erer- 
nal Jove of God the Father, which was the efficien 
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Trinity had all a hand in making man, G they 
have a hand in redeeming man. 

Bur again, this is that Body which was evident 
ſet forth Crucified before the Ga/at1av; eyes, Gal.3.x 
Ir was the Repreſentation of Chriſt's Crucified Boe 
in the Sacrament of the Lords-Supper among th 
Galatians, and not the Real Crucihxion of his 
ſtantial Body withour the Gates of 7eruſel:w. 
this is that Body which the Apoſtle faith, Take, E 
this my body, that was his Sacramental body, or tl 
ſign of his body. In the Sacrament of the Lore 
Supper, that was crucified and nothing elſe ; an 
this is that body which all true believers in the $ 
crament do diſcern and partake of, and eat now i 
the Churches of Chriſt, and all this is done by fait 
in a holy Reverential Remembrance of Chriſt, t 
ſhew forth his Death till he come. 

After the ſame manner alſo he took the Cup when 
had ſupped, ſaying, This Cup is the New Teſtament i 
my blood, this da ye, as often as ye drink it, in r 
brance : Which latter words you always omir, 
take no notice atall of them ; which words c: 
great weight in them, if you would bur be ſo king 
unto your own ſouls as to adhere unto them ; 
faith the Apoſtle, 4s often as ye eat this Bread, 
drink this Cup , ye do ſhew the Lords Death till he 
This Ordinance was Inſtituted by our Savior 
Chriſt himſelf, the ſame night in which he was | 
frayed. And at that time Chriſt did partake of i 
with his Diſciples ; fo that if your DoRtrine 
Tranſubſtantiation be true, then Chriſt muſt m 
his body at that time, and eat himſelf, body, fe 
and Divinity ; and ſo he had two bodies, one toe: 
with, and the other to be eaten; or otherwiſe 
muſt oF the ſame body which he was then i 
unto his Diſciples to eat and to drink ; nay, that 
not all, for he muſt eat his own body , and yet 
viſible at the Table with them at the fame tir 
nay, that is not all, for he muſt eat all his Diſcip 
or Members, and alſo all his Members that part 
of this Ordinance muſt eat him ; for every true 
liever is in Chriſt, and Chriſt is in them ; nay, t 
is notall, for every true believer when he partak 
of this Ordinance according to your ine, 
not only eat Chriſt carnally, but he muſt alſo 
his own ſelf. Nay that is not all, for he muſt 
the Church too, fr all is in Chriſt, and Chriſt 
God. 7 in them, {aith our Saviour, and thes in 
that they may be one as thou art one. And in the'1

| more, Every individual perſon that partaketh 
of this Ordinance, muſt eat the body of Chriſt ſin- 
gly and intirely , or elfe they divide Chriſt, and ſo 
eat but a part of a Chriſt, as you Laicks do ; for 
you have bur a very -dry lifeleſs Chriſt that hath 
not one drop of blood in his veins; ſo thar, ſo ma- 
ny partakers, fo many Chiiſts there muſt be, which 
muſt be a jolly company of them indeed. Bur Chriſt 
as he was God, did make or prepare his own materi- 
al body,Heb.10. buti whither will theſe Abſurdiries 
hurry us? I could name many more that this Do- 
[&rine affords us, ſome of which will neceſſarily and 
confequentially fall in my way in the remaining 
part of my Ditcourſe. 
Secondly, Again in the next place, this Ordi- 
nance is to be kepr up and celebrated during Chriſt's 
abſence, until ſome eminent and glorious appear- 
arice of his in his Chuiches , which appearance 
humbly conceive, under correttion , will 
ender this Ordinance uſeleſs, by the Apoſtle's 
words, wiz. N: do ſhew the Lords Death till he come ;; 
that is, until Chriſt come. IT do not remember that I 
ead that Chriſt after he Inftituted this Ordinance, 
id ever partake of it himſelf, nor his Diſciples nei- 
her during Chriſt's perſona) preſence with them, 
nil after his Aſcenſion. 
And this Ordinance doth alſo ſhewunto the world 
he great undertaking of Chriſt, who trod the Wine- 
eſs of God's wrath alone, and of the people there 
ms none with him; he bore the wrath of God for 
nm that was due unto finners, that poor finners 
tight be made partakers of the love and grace of 
zod ; he was made a curſe for ſinners, Gal. 3. 13. 
brift hath redeemed tw from the curſe of the Law, be- 
is made a curſe for 1s, for it is written, Curſed is every 
e that hangeth on a tree. He bore the curſe to pur- 
the bleſſing of Eternal life and Salvation, for 
Itthat believe in him. And this is that which will 
twhtily aggravate the condemnation of the wicked 
d at the day of Judgment ; Thar light is come 
o the world, and men love darkneſs rather than 
ur, becauſe their deeds are evil ; they hear of 
iſt,but will not come and believe in him, nor re- 
| the condu&t and government of their ſouls 
; y ; and this Ordinance of the Lords-Supper 
'to quicken and ſtrengrhen the believers graces, and 
ſthew forth the tranſcendent wiſdom and grace of 
{ in contriving and bringing to paſs this bleſſed 
wk of mans Redemption by his only begotren 
:Jelus Chriſt. 
This holy Ordinance may be compared, with 
y reverence, unto a tender hearted loving Hus- 
od chat is juſt taking his leave of his dearly be- 
; [aee going once bog voyage of Sea, or 
tedious journey by Land : at his depar-. 
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long time from thee , therefore I will leave this Dia- 
mond Ring, or this precious Jewel with thee, as a 
Token of my intire love and affeTtions unto thee, 
for thee to remember me during my abſence, until 1 
return unto thee again. But when he rerurueth, his 
Wife hath no woe of the Ring or Jewel to remem- 
ber him by, becauſe he himſelf is now perſonally 
preſent with her; why even ſo our Lord Jeſus 
Chrilt, our Head and Husband, juſt the very night 
in which he was betrayed, leaves this Ordinance, 
this precious Jewel with his Spouſe the Church, as a 
Love-token for to remember him by, during his ab- 
ſence, while he is perſonally ſirring at the right hand 
of God the Father ; as you may obſerve from them 
words of our Saviour , Do this in remembrante of me. 
The true Catholick Apoſtolick Church is Chriſt's 
Spouſe, Cant. 5.1. I am come into my Garden, niy Si- 
ſtr, my Sporife ; and Chriſt is the Church's Husband, 
Iſn. 54. 5. For thy maker is thy Huaband , the Lord of 
Hoſts is his name ; and thy Redeemer the Holy One of 
Iſrael, the God of the whole Earth ſhall he be called. 

Bur if this Doftrine of T-anſubſtantiation in your 
ſenſe be true, viz. that the Bread and Wine is 7ra- 
ſubſtantiated into the very perſon of Chriſt, namely 
into Body, Soul and Divinity, which makes up the 
complear perſon of Chriſt as much now, as he was 
before and after his Death and Reſurre&tion, and as 
much as he will be at the great day of Judgment, 
tor he will bethen in Body, Soul and Divinity ; but 
there will not be one ſoul that will even dare to 
ſtand by and own this ſtrange Do&trine in that day, 
any otherwiſe than to abhor ir, and to be aſhamed 
of it. And Chriſt is in Body, Soul and Divinity,novr 
at the right hand of God in Glory. 

Bur it this DoQtrine of yours be true, That Chriſt 
15 Perſonally and Corporeally prefent, every time 
that the Prieſt ſaith the Maſs : "Then firſt in the firſt 
place, It will conſequentially follow, that either 
the Prieſt maketh a new Chriſt every time the Maſs 
is faid, and fo we have one Chriſt perſonally in Heo- 
ven, and they have thouſands of Chriſts perſonally 
upon Earth. Or Secondly, They fetch down Chritt 
materially, perſonally, from the right hand of God 
che Father : And if fo, then in the third place, 
Chriſt has no time at all in Heaven with the Father , 
(I call it time in Heaven,for diſtinQion ſake)ro inter- 
cede and plead as an Advocate and Mediator with 
God the Father for ſinners, all his time would be 
taken up and ſpent in attending upon the Prieſts 
every time they ſay Maſs, in all thoſe many re« 
mote places round the Globe almoſt , which rakes in 
their Maſs-hours, perhaps, all the four and tw 
Hours , being upon ſeveral Horrizons. Fourthly, If 
this Do&rine be true, then Chriſt is come, and then 
this Ordinance ceales to be, as I conceive, and there 
axe? | - 
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ſwade him to ſtay when he is come in your Maſs ; 
for according to your DoQtrine, there is a compleat 
Chriſt that cometh in the Maſs, every time it is 
faid;for when Chriſt doth come from the right hand 
of God to judg the quick and the dead, as you your 
ſelves do confefs , and own in your own Creed, to 
my own certain knowledg ; which I ſhall have oc- 
caſion to ſpeak more of by and by ; for Chriſt 
will come then in no other manner , as to his per- 
ſon, than in Body, Soul and Divinity ; if he went 
to Heaven fo, he will come again ſo ; as you may 
ſee A4#. 1.11. Ne men of Galilee , why fland ye gazing 
up iuto Heaven ? this ſame Jeſus which is taken up from 
you into Heaven, ſhall ſo rome in like manner as ye have 
ſeen him go into Heaven. Now if Chriſt be thus come, 
then I humbly conceive, this Ordinance thould be 
at an end ; for when once the ſubſtance is come, 
then the ſhadows muſt flee away and ceaſe to be ; 
for what need the children of the Bride-chamber mourn 
when the Bridegroom ſhall come again to them , and be 
with them for ever? for what need a man have any 
thing to put him in mind, or to remember a friend 
that is always preſent with him, and is always be- 
fore his eyes ?—Why when Chriſt doth come, his 
people jhall fee him eye to eye, Tf. 52.8. and Rev. 1. 7. 
Behold he cometh in the Clouds, and every eye ſhall ſee 
him. And they alſo which pierced him , that ſhall be 
both Jews and Gentiles, Zech. 12. 10. 

Again thirdly, the ſame Apoſtle ſaith, 7%.at Chriſt 
was to be offered up but once ; and he gives this as one 
reaſon of it, viz. for ſaith he , 1f he had been offered 
rp often, then muſt he have ſuffered often ſince the foun- 
dation of the world, And the Apoſtle Peter, whom 
ſome do count Prince of the Apoſtles, ſaith, That 
Chriſt ſuffered once, 1 Pet. 3. 18. Fir Chriſt alſo hath 
once ſuffered for ſin, the juſt for the unjuſt, that he might 
bring tus to Goa; being put to death in the flejh, but 
quickened by the ſpirit. Mark ye, it was the humane 
fleſh or body of Chriſt that ſuffered and died , and 
not his Godhead , for that is not capable of ſuffer- 
ing.—] prays Sir, obſerve theſe following Scrip- 
rures,and believe them, Heb. 9g. 25,26,28. For Chriſt 
is not entered mito the holy place made without hanas, 
which are the forerunners of the frue ; but into Heaven 
it ſelf, now to appear m the preſence of God for tus ; mor 
yet that he ſhould offer himſelf often , as the high Prieſts 
entered into the holy place every year , with the blood of 
others ; for then muſt he often have ſuffered ſince the 
feundation of the world : But now in the end of the world 
hath appeared to put away ſn by the ſacrifice of himſelf : 
So Chrift was once offered to bear the ſin of many ; and 
wnto them that look for him, ſhall he appear the ſecond 
time without ſin unto Salvation. Here you ſee Chriſt 
was ordained and appointed to be offered up but 
once, and that wag ſufficient ſacrif 
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once 6ff:ring up himſelf, was not a ſufficient Sacra 
for the ſins of his people ; and therefore you 
offer up Chiriſt often, even as often as the Ma 
faid, as a Sacrifice ſufficient and propitiatory for 
fin of the living and the dead ; which is to pre 
that you do know God, but in works you deny | 
at the higheſt rate that ever can be imagined by 
thar ever called themſelves Chriſtians ; for you 
it clearly proved, that as ofren as Chriſt is offej 
up, ſo often muſt he ſuffer; and if it be fo 
then how many millions of times muſt Chriſt þ 
ſuffered by your Prieſts, ſince this opinion has | 
broacht in the world among you , that the Sac 
ment of the Lords-Supper is a Sacrifice, and t 
you do offer up Chriſt in the.

Secondly, 
The man of ſin muſt be revealed; That is, he muſt 
appear viſible in the Church, or Temple of God, 
in his Colours. Thirdly, here is his pra&tices when 
he is thus revealed, «iz. he oppoſeth and exalteth 
himſelf above all that is called God, or that is wor- 
ſhipped ; That is, above all the Civil Magiſtracy, 
and above all the Miniſtry, both which-Orders of 
Men are called Gods in Scripture; Pſal.82.70h.10.34, 
35. and there is a Civil Workhip or Reverence that 1s 
dueunto them both, "above all other men. Bur this 
15 not all, but he exalrs himſelf above God himſclf, 
and placeth himſelf in the room of Chriſt, ſo thar 
he, as God, ſitteth in the Temple of God, ſhewing 
himſelf that he is God; and he oppoſeth and de- 
poſeth all power that ſtanderh in the way of his ex- 
alting himſelf, both Eccleſiaſtical and Civil; and 
he exalted himſelf, by taking to himſelf that power 
which belongeth only to God, wiz, the Soveraignty 
over all Kings , Princes and Rulers, which ether 
his Sword or Deceit can Conquer, Dan. 8. 25. And 
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and by peace ſhall d:ſtrey many : That is, thoſe which 
adhere unto his Doftrine, and are reconciled unto 
him as their Head, and fo are at peace with him; 
by which peace their Souls will be deſtroyed, for 
It 15 a peace with Satan; and therefore judge what 
kind of fruir that peace muſt produce. Laſtly, 
He Exalts himſelf above all true Worſhip and Worx- 
ſhippers , which is above all Churches, and over 
mens Souls and Conſciences, Rev. 18. 13. And he 
aſſumes to himſelf one of God's G'orious Attribures, 
namely his Holineſs; for none is eſſentially Holy, 
nor Holineſs, but God : So that he, as God, ſirrerh 
in the Temple of God; That is, where none bur 
Chriſt ought ro ſir: And this is his ſtanding up 
agninſt the Prince of Prin:es ; but he ſhall be broken 
without hands, faith Daniel $8. 25. He ſhall be de- 
firoyed by the brightneſs of Chriſt"s coming, ſaith St. Pan, 
2 Theff. 2. 8. Therctore evil ſhall come wpon thee, 
thou ſhalt not know i om whence it cometh ; and miſchief 
ſhall fall upon him, he ſhall not be able to put it of: 
end it ſhall come ſuddenly, ſaith the Prophet, 1/a. 47. 
When God begins, he will ſoon make an end : and her 
plagues ſhall come in one day, ſaith John, Rev. 18. that 
may be in one year which is at hand, I doubrnor. 
Now whoſoever is found under theſe marks and 
indelible charaQers which are here given, and what 
I ſhall yer find our and and add, Fhat is the Man 
of Sin, be he who he will that claims this univer- 
fal power, both Spirirual and Temporal, Rev. 17. 18. 
And the woman which thou ſaweſt, is that great City 
which reizneth over the kings ef the earth. Amd who 
this Woman is, and wharſhe doth ar hath done; you 
may ſee in the ſame Chapter, Yerſ. 5, 6. And upon her 
forehead was a name written, Myſtery Babylon the Great, 
the Mother of Harlots, and Abominations of the Favrth. 
And I ſaw the woman drunken with the blood of the 
ſaints, and with the blood of the martyrs of Teſus : and 
when 1 ſaw her, I wondred with treat admiration. 
But why is he called the Man of Sin by the Apo- 
ſtle Paul, and called a Woman by Sr. John, in the 
Revelations? The Reaſon why he is called the Man 
of Sin, I humbly conceive, reſpetts him as a ſingle 
perſon, and a temporal Prince, with all his rem- 
poral power and cruelty, Dan. 7. 7. And the Rea- 
jon of her being called Woman, is that which re- 
ſpefs her Eccleſiaſtical Power, as Head of the 
Church, in conjunttion with the Body, ſo the is a 
Woman ; And as he is Antichriſt, the Man of Sin, 
ſo he is Head and Husband to this Woman, their 
Church, which is made up of the many Antichrifts. 
As our Saviour Chriſt is called the Man Chriſt Tefecs, 
and the Holy One, who alone is Head and Husband 
ro the true Catholick, Apoſtolick Church of God; 
for both the falſe, Antichriſtian Church, whereof 
the Man of Sin is Head, and alſo the true and pure 
p Ge of Chriſt is Head, are pre

1- by external profeſſion of the Chriſtian Reli- 
but loſt for his Treaſon and Rebedlhion ; as it 
call the Man of Sin, Antichriſt : For no doubt 
, as he was an Apoſtle and a Preacher of 
tho a H ite and Traytor, yet he 
r that Jeſus Chriſt was come in the 
y,"-all the Proteſtants that ever were Hang 
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come in the fleſh, does acquit them that hanged and 
burned them, from being the Antichriſt ; why, 
then ir does alſo acquir them that were Hanged and 
Burned, from being Hereticks ; for Antichriſt is the 
greateſt Heretick that ever was in the World, and 
all Hereticks are Antichriſts; bur not them that 
are commonly called Hereticks, but them rhart call 
them ſo, that put darkneſs for light. And thus 
you ſee clearly, that they condemn themſelves 
of being guilty of the Blood of the Martyrs , by 
their own Argument, which they vainly uſe to 
clear themſelves from being Antichriſt. 

Again, Thirdly, If a bare verbal Confeſſion of 
Jeſus Chriſt being come in the fleſh, be ſufficient ta 
intereſt them in the great privilege of true Chriſti- 
anuty, then may the Devils themſelves come in for 
a ſhare of this kind of Chriſtianity, and great Pri- 
vilege; for they went a great way beyond this, of 
a bare Confeſſion that Jeſus Chriſt was come in the 
Fleſh ; for they owned, and confeſſed him to be the 
Son of God, and worſhipped him, as Chriſt told the 
Devil, when he tempted him, Luke 8. 28. When he ſaw 
Jeſus, he cried out, and fell down before him, and with a 
loud woice , ſaid, What have I ta do with thee, Jeſus 
thou Sou of God, moſt kigh ? I beſeech thee torment me 
vet, Luke 4.41. 4nd Devils alſ» cam? out of many, 
crying out, aud ſaying, Thou art Chriſt the Son of God ; 
and he rebuking them, ſuffered them not to fpeak, for 
they knew that he was Chriſt. And the Apoſtle James 
2.19. Thou believeſt that there 1s one. God, thou doſt 
well ; the Devils alſo believe and tremble. Allas, it 1s 
not a notional confeflion of the Head only, of Je- 
ſus Chriſt in the Fleſh, in words only, that will 
make a Man a true Chriſtian, and intitle him unto 
all thoſe glorious privileges which does ariſe there- 
from ; for people may confeſs that Jeſus Chriſt is 
come 1n the Fleſh, in words, and yet at the ſame 
time deny it in works, Titus 1. 16, They profeſs that 
they know God, but in works they deny him, being. abo= 
wminable and diſobedient, and unto every good work re» 
probate. 2 Pet. 2. 1. But there were falſe Prophets 
among the people, even as there ſhall be falſe teachers 
among you, who privily ſhall bring in daumable hereſees, 
even denying the Lord that bought them, and bringing 
upon themſelves ſwift deſirutiion, . Jud. 4. For ther? 
are certain men crept 1 unawares, who were b:fore of 
old ordained to this. condemnation ; ungodly men, turn« 
mg the grace of God into laſctviouſueſ; : denying the only 
Lord God, and our Lord jeſus Chriſt. Thisis a deny« 
ing Jeſus Chriſt to be came in the fleſh Do&trinally. 

Again, This Man of Sin is one that pretends 
to the Apoſtolical Office, and working of Miracles 
and Wonders, 2 Thef. 2.9. Even him whoſe coming is 
after the working of Satan, with all power, and. figns, 
and lying wonders: Who is this him that cometh ? 
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if he that cometh, Who'is this he that cometh? Why, 
* jt is even che ſame again with him that comerh, 
wiz. The Man of Sin, the Antichriſt. And what 
does he do after he cometh ? Pray mark: For if he 
that cometh, preacheth anothey Feſrus whom we have not 
preached, and if ye receive another Spirit which ye have 
wot recerven, or another Goſpel which ye have not ac- 
cepted, ye might well bear with him. Here the A 

fe Propheſied of anothet Jefus, that is, of a 
falſe rranſubſtantiated Chriſt, as I humbly conceive, 
which he ſaw by the inſpiration of the Holy Ghoſt, 
would come into the Goſpel Church or Temple of 
God,whictrcauſed God roturn it into a Defart:And 
theſe are theſame falſeChriſts which ourSaviour does 
forewarn us, andcommands us not to go our” after 
them ; Thar is, that we ſhould not believe in them. 
Matt. 24. 23, 24, 25,26. And there was Signs and 
Wonders to attend theſe falſe Chriſts which our Sa- 
viour ſpake of; infomuch, thar if ir were poſſible, 
they ſhould decqve the _ EleCft : But they are 
bur lying Wonders, and falſe Signs, as the Apoſtle 
declares, they ate made up of deceit. But hete the 
Apoſtle Pau! ſpake of another Spirit , which Sr. 
7ohn calleth the pirit of Antichriſt, 1 Jobn 4. 3. 
Rev. 16. 13, 14. This is the ſame ſpirit by which 
they do work their pretended Miracles, Signs and 
Lying Wonders ; am this isanother Goſpel, which 
is, their Canons and Councils, Decrees and Pres 
ſcriptions, and unſcriptural Traditions of o!d Fa- 
thers ; and ſo they did caſt off the true and pure 
Goſpel of God, and do not adhere untot to this 
day; and place theſe Scriptures of rheir own inven» 
tion in the room of ir, and crythem up to be Ca» 
nonical, and Infallible : And this is that, anorher 
Goſpel, namely, A falſe Antichriſtian Goſpel, 
ſtuffed with nothing 'but Errors and Heretie. And 
pray obſerve whar the Apoſtle faich , by way 'of 
caution, concerning this kind of Goſpel, and them 
that Teach ir, Gal. 1. 8, 9. But tho'we, or an Angel 
from heavmn preach any other Goſpe! unto you, than that 
which we have preached unto you, let him be accurſed; 
As we ſaid before , ſo ſay I now again, if any man 
preach any other Goſpel unto you , than that ye have 
received, let him be accurſed. The Apoſtle ſpake 
by the inſpiration of the Holy Ghott, prophe- 
rically and clearly ob what was to come: 1nto 
the Temple of God, when the Man of Sm ſhould 
be revealed.

chief and Hereſie ; being drawn away and ſeduced 
by theſe ſeducing ſpirits, who are falfe Teachers, to 
give up the fole condu& and government of their 
ſouls unto them that have their own Conſciences 
ſeared with an hot Iron, who feed them with Do- 
&rines of Devils or Demons ; they reach or ſpeak 
lies in hypocriſie. And here the Apoſtle layeth down 
their forbidding to marry, and commanding to ab- 
{tain from Meats, to be part of theſe Lies; For, faith 
he, Speaking lies m hypocriſie, having their conſcience 
ſeared with a hot Iron, forbidding to marry , and com- 
manding to abſtain fom meats , which God hath created 
to be received with thankſgiving of them which believe R 
and know the Truth. (Mark) they pervert the very 
End and Deſign of God in the Creation of theſe 
things ; God has created them to be made uſe of in 
his own way and ordinance, the one in Chaſtiry, 
and the other in Temperance. Not but that a Mini- 
ſter or any others are left to their liberty, whether 
they will marry or not ; but they ought not to be 
impoſed on by others ; but um this caſe they are a 
law to themſelves ; neither doth this deſtroy a holy 
faſting or abſtinency , when it is done hearrtil y and 
ſincerely, according to God's own appointment and 

reſcription in his Holy Word ; bur it wholly de- 
Ho all Impoſitions that are irregular ; and alſo ir 
deſtroys all Phariſaical , Hypocritical Meritorious 
Faſting and Penance. 

Burt you will ſay, How can this forbidding to 
marry, and commanding to abſtain from Mears, 
be part of thoſe Lies and Dottrines of Devils which 
they ſpeak in Hypocriſie ? 

Fir, in forbidding to marry, they injoyn the 
penalry of Damnation ; and pretend that if any per- 
{ons in Spiritual Orders do marry, they do not only 
forfeit the ſaid Othce , bur do alſo incur the guilr 
of damnation , and they will yet ſconer ablolve 
them of the guilt of Fornication or Adultery, as 
they pretend , than of that offence. Now this is 
Diametrically contrary to the Holy Scripruzes, 
which is the whole Faith and Truth, which they 
are departed from ; and therefore, it muſt needs 
be a lie , for the word of Truth ſaith plainly, 7hat 
it is better to marry than to burn, 1 Cor. 7. 9. 

Secondly, They do command all to abſtain from 
Meats, and make the ignorant people believe thar 
they ſhall be damned it they eat fieſh on certain 
rimes and ſeaſons which they have prohibired,with- 
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Now the word of Truth faich , Whazfeever is fold 
in the Shambles, that eat, arking no queſtions for Con- 
ſcience ſake. And further it is ſaid, If any of them 
that believe not, bid you to a Feaſt, and ye be diſpoſed 
ro go, whatſoever is ſs before you, eat, asking no que= 
ſtions for conſcience ſake. Here you ſee rhe Man of Sin 
commanderh one thing , and the holy God by his 
ſervant Paul- commandeth another; therefore this 
muſt be a lie, becauſe God is a God of Truth, and 
cannot lie; and the ſame Apoſtle faith, Ler God be 
true, and every man a lier, Rom. 3. 4. Bur the Man 
of Sin is a lier, and is departed from the Faith, and 
the Truth is not in him. Thus you ſee how they 
do impoſe upon the eaſie credulous ignorant people, 
and make them believe thar if they do diſobey the 


Canons or Commands of their Church, they do in- 
cur the penalty of damnation ; becauſe fay they, 
our Church is infallible, and cannot err. there- 


fore you muſt believe as the Church believes, or as 
ſhe commands ye to believe, which is to aſſume 
that Power and Prerogative which peculiarly and 
properly belongeth unto God, wz. tro make thew 
a willing people in the day of his power, Pfal. 110. 3. 
Why even fo Arichrf by mm wy oy _ 
them an ignorant w people in a $ 
Dragooning power, by the permiſſion of God. Bur 
here lieth the grear difference ; whereas God when 
he doth come by his Spirit , by the Omnipotent 
er of Grace to work upon the ſouls of ſinners to 
make them a willing people, he alſo maketh them a 
wiſe and und ing people, Pſal 119. 130. The 
entrance of thy words giveth light ,: it giveth under- 
ſtanding to the ſimple. God worketh firſt upon the 
Underſtanding, and then upon the Will, and by 
that he enlightens the Mind in the knowledg of 
Chriſt, and then the Will is ſanftified and changed, 
and fo of an unwilling people they are made will- 
ing : But Antichriſt when he exerts and puts forth 
his power to proſelyte a ſoul, he works firſt upon 
the Underſtanding, and then upon the Will allo ; 
but it is to pur our the common light of rhe Under- 
ſtand? —_—_— things, and wholly depraverh 
the Will, reſigns it up to the will of Antichriſt, 
and then leaderh the Mind wholly into the dark, 
that they may nor diſcern their deceit, nor ſee the

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ly, we may obſerve, that this Judgment did not 
come of it ſelf, but God ſent ir. Thirdly, God 
ſent them the Truth, but they did not receive it in 
the love of it. Fourthly, you may obſerve that it 
was not an ordinary weak puny Judgment or De- 
luſion that God ſent, which ſhould not be able or 
ſtrong enough to do the work ; no, but it was a 
ſtrong deluſion that ſhould overcome them. Fifthly, 
you may obſerve that this ſtrong Deluſion was not 
then come, becauſe that the Man of Sin was not yet 
revealed. Sixthly, the cauſe of it was then com- 
mencing, for the Myſtery of In:quity did then begin 
ro work. Seventhly, hence we may "ra. 
they themſclves did chuſe theſe Deluſions, which was 
their great ſin, by which they provoked God to 
give " con up unto them ; and 1o God in his Juſtice 
made their fn their puniſhment ; for it is faid, The 
Backſlider in heart ſhall be filled with his own ways. 
Eighthly, we may obſerve, that altho rhis Myſtery of 
Inquity did begin to work even then in the Apoſtles 
day, yet it was not to come to that full meaſure 
and degree of iniquity which it was to come unto, 
until * hisdeath , that was not until the Man of 
Sin ſhould be revealed , 4#. 20. 29, 3o. Ninthly 
and laſtly , it is to be obſerved, that the cauſe of 
God's ſending this ſtrong deluſion unto them, was 
for their abandoning and caſting off the Goſpel of 
God, which tendered Life and Salvation by Chriſt's 
Righteouſneſs unto them ; and following after ly- 
ing vanities; it was that which provoked God to 
inflit this fore judgment upon them , ſo that they 
have eyes and ſee net, and ears and, hear not ; which 
may very aptly refer to this, wiz. that theſe perſons 
have as great natural Gifts and Endowments as 0- 
ther perſons have ; namely, Sence, Reaſon, and Un- 
derſtanding, with all the Intelleftuals and Faculties 
that belong unto men as men ; but they are not 
ſuffered to make uſe of them upon Spiritual abje&ts 
or occaſions ; neither will-they ſuffer themſelves to 
make uſe of them in that way and manner as would 
moſt glorifie God, and tend to the Salvatian of their 
own ſouls; their Conſciences are ſeared with a hot 
Iron, they have quite laſt all Spiritual feeling ;- for 
tho Sences, Reaſon, Underſtanding, and all the Fa- 
culties do their work and office, yet none of them 
are to be believed: And who are blinder than thoſe 
that will not ſee ? They are juſt like the Images 
which they do bow down unto, and pray before, if 
not worſhip them. And they have no better Spiritval 
uſe of them than a condemned Malefaftor has of the 
temporal uſe of his legs , which only ferve to car« 
ry him to the place of execution, Nay, give me 
leave to tell ye, that they have no more uſe of their 
Serices; Reaſon and Underſtanding , in; Spiritual 
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leaſt, for look into Pſal. 115. 4, 5,6,7,8. Their 10s 
are {ibver and gold, the work of mens hands; they have 
mouths, but they ſpeak not ; eyes have they, but they ſee 
not ; they have ears but they hear not ; noſes have they 
bat they ſmell not ; they have hands but they handle not ; 
feet have they but they walk net ; neither ſpeak they 
through the throat. Pray mark the winding up, They 
that make them are like unto them ; ſo 17 every one that 
truſteth in them : Firſt, they have mouths, bur they 
muſt not preach the pure Dottrine of the Goſpel of 
God therewith. 2. They have eyes, bur they muſt 
not ſee the way to Life and Salvation by the Righte- 
ouſneſsand Merits of Jeſus Chriſt alone with them. 
3. They have ears, but they hear not : That 1s, they 
muſt not , nor will not hear the Preaching of the 
Goſpel with them. 4. They have Noſes : But they 
muſt not ſmell any favour in the holy ways and 
pure worſhip of God with them them. 5. They 
have hands, but they muſt not believe them, when 
they tell them that the Bread or Wafer is but Bread, 
and is not fleſh , nor a material-body. 6. They have 
feet : Burt they muſt not walk to the Houſe of God 
with them, but they will walk to the Idols Temple 
with them.7

He is entred into Heaven as the forerunner, 
for his le; he entred into Heaven it ſelf, now 
to appear in the preſenceof God for us as an Advo- 
cate : He is the firſt fruits of the 'reſurrettion of the 
dead. So that this Doftrine of Chriſt's Perſonal and 
Corporeal Preſence in the Sacrament, does even 
contradi& and deſtroy your own Faith or Creed, as 
well as it does overthrow the whole current of the 
Holy and Sacred Scriptures. As for the former, I 
will appeal, even unto you your own ſelves who 
are Romaniſts, that do ſay, and pretend ro own and 
believe your own Creed, whether it be not ſo or 
no? And as for the latter, I will appeal unto all 
ſorts of Chriſtians whatſoever, that do own and 
believe the _ Scriptures to be the revealed word 
and will of God, whether it be not fo or no ? And 
alſo I will appeal to their own Sence and Rea- 


on. 

Again ſecondly , Let us hear further what the 
Apoſtle faith, for more light into this dark matter ;

And did all eat the ſame fpiritual meat : And did afl 
drink the ſame ſpiritual drink : For they drank of that 
ſprivitual Rock that followed them: audi that Rock was 
Chrift, Thefe were all true Believers in Chrift, 
which were among the Children of 1þ-ae! in Moſes's 
days, and all of them did live by Faith upon Chriſt, 
and they all fed upon the ſame ſpiritual food then, 
as we do now under the Goſpel, this is that hidden 
Manna,Rev.2.17. This is that meat which God gives 
his Children to eat, which the World knows no- 

hing of u< Faith, Meſes forſook rt, not fear- 
ing the wrath of the King ; for he endured, as ſee- 
ing him who is Inviſible. That was by an eye of 
Faith, Moſes ſaw Chriſt in his day, thar not 
be ſeen by an eye of ſenſe ; through Faith he kept 


- the Paſſover and ſprinkling of Blood, leſt he that 
deſtroyed the firit born, thould 


touch them ; by 
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Chriſt under the Moſaics! Law, is wholly aſcribed 
unto Faith ; and that ir was Spiritual meat and 
drink, and the very ſame meat and drink that Be- 
lievers do live upon ſpiritually now, under the di- 
ſpenfation of the Goſpel ; hence you may obſerve, 
that Chriſt was as much materially and corporeally 
eaten and drank, before ever he had aſſumed hu- 
mane nature, or had a real material body to ear, 
and blood to drink, as ever he has been at any time 
ſince, that he hath taken humane nature upon him ; 
for if Chriſt be really Tranſubſtantiated into his 
very perfon conſiſting of Body, Soul and Divinity, 
_ {o eaten, now under the Goſpel, ſince he had 
a Body, why, then it will 


entially follow, that Chriſt was —_— and 
bſtancially eaten 1:11 Body, Soul and wininy, be- 
fore ever he had a Body to be eaten ; for you ſee ir 
clearly proved from the Apoſtle's words, thar the 
believing Iſ-aclites did eat the ſame ſpiritual mear, 
and did all drink the ſame ſpiritual drink then, as 
true Believers do now under the Goſpel; for the 
Text ſaith plainly, that they did all eat of the ſame 
ſpiritual meat, and did all drink of the ſame ſpiritual 
drink ; for they drank of that ſpiritual Rock that fal- 
lowed them, and that Rock was Chriſt. The Children 
of Iſrael might as well have Tranſubſtantiated a 
Rock into the real Body and Blood of Chriſt, and fo 
eaten and dranken that inſtead of Chriſt, or for 
Chriſt, which is to eat Stones inftead of the Bread 
of Life ; as for you to imagine, or pretend to cat 
and drink Chriſt corporeally and perſonally in the 
Sacrament of the Euchariſt: For I will afſure ye 
that there is as good Reaſon, and as clear a Warrant 
and Authority, either from Scripture or Reaſon, to 
believe the one, as there is to believe the other ; for 
eur Saviour Chriſt was ſpiritual meat and ſpirirual 
drink under the Meſaica!

All the $a- 
crifices under the Law of Moſes, no, nor all 
the good works, nor pretended ſacrifices under the 
Goſpel, they all cannot rake away, nor expiate the 
leaſt vain ſinful thought ; for all our Righteouſneſ- 
ſes are all but filthy Rags. Tho it is true, we 
ſhall not be ſaved without Good Works, and right 
Goſpel Sacrifices, yet we ſhall never be ſaved by, 
nor for them; for Chriſt ſaith, Luke 17. 10. $, 
likewiſe ye, when ye ſhall have done all theſe things which 
are commanded you, ſay, We are unprofitable ſervants, 
we have done that which was our duty to do. Eph. 2. 
8,9. For by grace are ye ſaved through faith, and that 
not of your ſelves ; for it is the gift of God: No, for 
Faith it ſelf is nor of our ſelves, for it is the Gift 
of God. Nor of works , [jt any man ſhould . boaſt. 
For if Man were to be faved'/by, and+for his own 
works, he would be proud, and make his boaſt of 
it : For there is not a prouder perſon upon Earth, 
in the account of God, than a Phariftical ſelf 
conceirted righteous perſon is. Pray ſee what js 
ſaid of him, in Prov. 30. 12, 13. There u 4. igenera- 
tion that are pure in their own eyes, and yet is not waſh- 
cd from their filthineſr. . There us a generation, O:how 
lofry are their eycs ' and their eye-lids are lifted np. 
And in Iſa. 65. 3,5. A people that provoked me ro 
anger continually to my face, that ſacrificeth in gardens, 
and burneth Incenſe upon Altars of brick. The Pro- 
pher here prophetied of a Generation of pretended 
Chriſtians, Ay, and of fuch as do look upon them- 
ſelves to be the only, Infallible holy Chriſtians, 
and that are Sacrificers in Goſpel times. Pray 
mind what he ſaith of them, as followerth, Which 
ſay, ſtand by thy ſelf, come mot near to me, for I an 
more holier than thou. It muſt needs be fo, when 
they count themſclves the only Chriſtians, and a/l 
other to be Hereticks. But fee how God accepts 
theſe perſons and their Sacrifices, rhat are our Go- 
ſpel Sacrificers, viz. Theſe are a ſmoak in my noſe, a 
fre that burneth all the day. And no perſon is pure 
in his own eyes , but the ſeclt-righreous perſon.

# Phariſce , and the other a Publican ; the Phariſee 
flood and prayed thus with himſelf, God, I thank thee, 
that I am not as other min are, extortioners, unjuſt, 
adnlterers , or even as this Publican, I faſt twice in 
the week, ( It may be that was on Wcareſdays and Fri- 
days ) I give tithes of all that I peſſes/s. ( He thoughe 
himſelf Cock-ſure of Heaven, and did not ſo much 
as dream of ſtopping at Purgatory by the way : Bur 
ſee whar it all came to ar laſt,) Aud the Publican 
ſtanding afar off, would not ſo much as bft up his eyes 
unto heaven; but ſmaore upon his breaſt, ſaymg, God be 
merciful to me a ſinner. 1 tell you, this man went down to 
hu houſe juſtifed rather than the cther:for every one that 
exalteth himſclf ſhall be abaſed, and hs that humbleth 
hin:ſelf ſhalt be exalted. I fay again, That all the Sa- 
crifices under the Law, could not take away, nor 
explate ſin, for they were but figures of Chriſt the 
great and only Sacrifice, that was to be offered up 
m due time, to take away fin from the ungodly, 
and make them holy. 

Pray , Sir , obſerve with me theſe following 
Scriptures for further illumination, Heb. $. 4, 5, 6,7. 
For if he were on earth ( That is, Chriſt ) he ſhould 
nor be a prieſt, ſecing that there are prieſts that offer 
gifts according to the law, which ſerve unto rhe example 
and ſhadow of hearvenly things. Mind, Thefe Sacrifi- 
ces were but examples and ſhadows, when they 
were in force, and according to God's appointment, 
before Chriſt aboliſhed them, of Heavenly rhings 
that was to come, that was the fruit, and effe&, or 
produtt of the heavenly things that were tranſaGted 
berween God the Father and Chriſt his Son, in his 
Erernal Council with the Holy Gholt, which pro- 
ceeds from the Father and the Son, in order to 
Man's Redemption. As Mofes was gdmoniſhed of God, 
when he was about to make the Tabernael: ; for ſee, ſaith 
he, that thou make all things according to tire pattern 
ſhewed to thee in the Mount : But now hath obtained, a 
more excellent miniſtry, by how much alſo he #s the me- 
diater of a better covenant, which was eſtabliſhed npon 
better promiſes : For if that fr ft covenant had been fault- 
teſs, then ſhould no place have b:en ſought for the ſecond. 
Heb. 1. 19. IT do 'believe the Apoſtle Paw/, in 
Heb. 8. 4. ſpake Ironically of choſe Prieſts that were 
fo ignorant then, Ay, and that do now offer, up 
maternl Sacrifices, both of 7cws and Genti/er, wn' 

Goſpel times; for it does ſigmfy that Chriſt is nor

For this Melchiſedec King of Salem , Prieſt of the 
High God, who met Abraham returning fom the laugh 
ter of the King: , and bleſſed him. And it is yet 
more evident, for that after the ſimilirude of 4 
ſedec there ariſeth another Prieſt , who is made ne 
after the Law of carnal commandment, but 
the power of an endleſs life ; for he teſtifieth, 77 
art a Prieſt for ever after the order of Melchiſcdec ; ani 
they truly were many Prieſts , becanſe they were not fi 
fered ta continue by reaſon of death ; but this mas 
cauſe he cyntinueth ever , hath an unchanzeable Pri 
hood ; wherefore he is able alſo to ſave them to the 
termoſt that come unto God by him , ſecing he ever 1 
wveth to make Interceſſion for them ; for ſuch an higl 
Prieſt became us who is holy , harmleſs, undefiled, ſepa 
rate from ſinners, and made higher than the ' hearvew 
who needeth not daily as thoſe high Prieſts , to offer 
ſacrifice, firſt for his awn ſins , and then for the peopl 
for this he did Once when he offered up himſelf. Te 
you ſee is the durable Prieſthood; Rev. 8:3,4. the 
Chriſt is the Golden Altar on which all our Goff 
ſacrifices of Prayers and Thankſgiving ,. m 
be offered up ro God ; or elſe neither the perf 
nor the offering will ever be accepted by the Lazd 
And look into r Coy.

For there 
never was but one real Propitiatory , and ſufficient 
Sacrifice for all the ſins of Gods people both under 
the Law, and under the Goſpel,and that was Chriſt, 
who was offered up a living Sacrifice, holy and ac- 
ceptable unto God , and that but once, as I have al- 
ready proved from the holy Scripture, Heb.10.1,3,4, 
5, 6,11. For the Law having a ſhadow of good things 
to come, and nat the wyery image of the things, can ne- 
ver with thoſe Sacrifices which they offered year by year 
continually, make the comers thereunto nf. t in 
theſe Sacrifices there is a remembrance again made 
of fin , but our Saviour Chriſt the great Sacrifice 
perfe&ts for ever them which are ſantified ; there 
cometh all the Believers perfeCtion in at that door, 
and no where elſe ; Fr it is not poſſible that the blood 
of Bulls and of Goats ſhould take away ſms.In Burnt-offer- 
ings and ſacrifices for ſm thou haſt had no pleaſure.O no; 
for in theſe material, Ceremonial Sacrifices,there was 
much ſin and imperf:&ion, and therefore God 
could take no pleaſure in them.

this man, after he had offered one ſacrifice for ſims , for 
ever ſat down on the right hand of God, from henceforth 
expetting till his enemies be made hs footſtool. 

So ther here you ſee again, That theſe Sacrifices 
and Offerings, before Chriſt came in the fleſh, were 
bur for a Remembrance of Sin,and of Chriſt's com- 
ing in the fleſh, and dying in the fleſh, and riſing 
again to redeem faflen loſt ſinners ; For whilſt we 
were ſmners, Chriſt died for the ungodly. And the Sa- 
crament of the Lord's Supper, after Chriſt's coming 
in thefleſh, and dying in the fleſh, and riſing again 
from the dead for our juſtification, is for a Remem- 
brance thar Chriſt is come in the fleſh, and has ſut- 
fered, and died in the room and place of fallen ſin- 
ners to expiate the guilt, and to waſh away the filth 
and pollution of ſin, and to atone us to God , who 
was the Juſt and the Holy One. He who knew no ſin,

days of Adam, until Chriſt came in the fleſh, were 
ſaved upon the account of Chriſt's coming and dy- 
ing in ha fleſh, to make ſatisfaQtion to the Juſtice of 
God for their ſins, as he was their ſurery of that 
better Covenant, or Days-man, to fulfil all Righte- 
ouſneſs for them that believe. 

With Holy Reverence be it ſpoken, it is thus: All 
they that were ſaved before Chriſt came in the fleſh, 
and died in his eſtate of humiliation, were ſaved 
upon Chriſt's Word and Credit, upon the account 
of that Confederal Covenant that was made, in or- 
der to Man's Redemption, between God the Father 
and God the Son from all Erernity, That Chriſt in 
due time would come into the World, and rake up 
humane nature, and ſtand- in the room of poor ſur- 
ners, and Jay down his Life for poor lapſed undone 
Man, and to purchaſe Grace and Holineſs for us 
here, and Eternal Life and Salvation for us hereafter 
with himſelf in Glory. Ir is Comparatively, as if 
there ſhould be a Covenant made between two per- 
ſons, for ſuch and ſuch parcels of Merchandize, 
or for ſuch a parcel of Land, and the purchaſer doth 
bargain and agree for the ſaid Merchandize or Land 
wholly upon Credit, and enters into Covenant or 
Bonds, according to their agreement, to pay him, 
that he purchaſed the ſaid Premiſes of, fo much Mo- 
nies, at ſich a time as they do agree upon, punCtu- 
ally ; Now upon. this Conſideration and Contratt, 
he giveth the Purchaſer as ample and peaceable poſ- 
ſeliion, and quiet enjoyment of it, as 1f he had paid 
him every peny of the Money down upon the 
Nail : And he reaps all the benefit of it, until the 
timedoes come, in the which he doth aftually and 
punQually pay him his Money according to Contratt. 
Why, even fo it was with a reſpe& to Chriſt, in 
that Confederal Covenant berween himſelf and God 
the Father, in relation to every Believer that was 
ſaved before Chriſt came in the fleſh, and attually 
laid down his life for them, 1 Fer. 1. 18, 19, 20.

World. Now, this is like a Man that 
the Wine that ſuch a Vineyard ſhall produce for 
long time ; or like a Crop of Corn that a Man pus 
chaſeth as ſoon as the Seed is ſown, and payerhdow 
every Farthing of his Money long deli ever 
receives any of the Wine or Corn : Every true 
liever throughout all Ages, from Adam ro the end 
of the World, are the purchaſe of Chriſt, 4#s 20% 
28. Take heed therefore unto your ſelves, and to all th 
flock, ever the which the holy Ghoſt hath made you on 
Jeers, to feed the Church of God which he hath purchaſa 
with his ewn b/ood. Job 19. 25. For I know that v 
Redeemer lryeth, and that he ſhall ſtand at the latte 
day upon the earth : This was ſpoken abour One th 
ſand fix hundred years befor ever Chriſt was bor 
or took fleſh upon him. Thus you ſee that Chriſt 
the only Sacrifice that is ſufficient and propiriatof 
for the ſins of all true Believers, both under t 
Law and under the Goſpel; for they are all of the 
purchaſed at the price of his precious Blood | 
And none elſe beſide him is the Sacrifice for 
and his Blood is the only Purgatory for ſinners, 
no other ; for we are redeemed with the precious 
; Chriſt, as of a Lamb without blemiſh, and wit, 
or. 
Now dear Sir, Pray be pleaſed to take the Cans 
dle of the Lord, and look abour all Chriſtendom 
and ſce and conſider well with your ſelf, who then 
be, and what Set or ſort of perſons are there to 
found among them that are called Chriſtians, 'or de 
but own the name of Chriſt, that do make a | 
fice of the Sacrament of the Lord's Supper, ar 
they are the perſons that are here intended by he 
Holy Apoſtle, who ſpake as he was mgyed and ins 
ſpired by the Holy Ghoſt ; for he could ſee by thy 
Infallible Spirit of God, even in that day,——Th 
certain Set or ſort of people would come up u 
the Stage of Chriſtendom, or into the Temple '@ 
God, that would forbid Marriage to pretended Res 
ligious Orders of Men and Women, tho the Holy 
Scriprure ſaith plainly and literally, that it s 
to Marry than to Burn.— And the fame Apoſtle fay 
by the ſame Spirit, Thar the ſame ſort of peoy 
that forbid Marriage , would further rejett 1 
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ridings, '1 7im. 4. 1,2, 3. But the Apoſtle rells ns, 
we may eat whatſoever is fold in the Shambles (ro 
wit, Butchers meat ) asking no queſtions for Con- 
ſcience ſake. And the Apoſtle did ſee by the ſame 
Infallible Spirit clearly and ſpontaneouſly, that a ſort 
bf Idolatrous Gentiles, which are only nominal 
'Chriſtians, would come intro the Church or Temple 
of God, that would make a Sacrifice of the Sacra- 
ment of rhe Lord's Supper, in that Scripture which 
I quoted before, to wit, 1 Cor. 10. 20, 21, But I ſay, 
| ther the thiugs which the Gentiles Jacrifite, they ſacrife 
ware devils, and not unto God: and I would not that ye 
ld have fellowſhip with devils. Ye cannot drink the 
exp of the Lord, and the cup of Devils; ye cannot be 
Epartakers of the Lord"s Table, and of the Table of De- 
Evil. Now, Sir, the Proteſtants do not make a Sa- 
| Erifice of the Sacrament of the Lord's Supper, they 

do nor look upon the Elements of Bread and Wine 
to be Tranſubſtantiated into the real perſon of 
*Chrift, namely, of Body, Soul and Divinity, after 
"heir Bleſſing or Coaſecrating of them, and ſo offer 
Kim up as a Sacrifice, as you of the Roman Commu- 
ity do own, and pretend to believe ; and that the 
Hements are miraculouſly turned into the real, ſub- 
Eftantial Body of Chriſt, viz. Body, Soul, and Di- 
Fwinity, and then offer him up asa Sacrifice ſufficient 
=_ propitiatory for the ſins of the living and the

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another. They have eyes and ſee not, they have ary 
and hear not ; they are fallenunder that heavy Judg« 
ment which the Goſpel Prophet preditted, and allo 
our Saviour Chriſt himſelf, ſs. 29. 10,11, 12. For 
the Lord hath poured out vpon you, the fpirit of deep flcep, 
end hath cloſed your eyes : the prophets, and your rulers, 
the ſeers hath he covered. And the wiſion of all ss be+ 
come unto you as the words of a book that us ſealed, which 
men delier to one that is learned, ſaying, Read this, I 
pray thee : and he ſaith, I cannot, for it ts ſealed. And 
the book ts delivered to him that is not learned, ſaying, 
Read this, I pray thee : and he ſaith, I am not learneg. 
Matt. 13. 14, 15. And m them us fulfiled the propheſie 
of Eſaias , which ſaith, By hearing ye ſhall hear, and 
ſhall not underſtand ; pug; un ye ſhall ſee, and ſhat rat 
perceive : For this peoples heart is waxed greſs, and their 
ears are dull of hearing, and their eyes they have cloſed, 
left at any time they ſhould ſee with their eyes, eud bear 
with their ears, and ſhould und:rſtana with ther heart, 
and ſhould be converted, and I jhould heal rhcm. Ido 


believe that this Propheſie dees principally refer to 


the Jews, and took place upon them fult, for reje&t- 
ing and disbelieving Chriſt the true Mefſhah ; but 
thoſe Chriſtians that have contretted the fame guiic 
as they did, to reje& the Goſpel of Chriſt, they do 
make themſelves guilty of the ſame ſin with the 
7ews, and by that means have lain themſelves in the 
bed of unbelief with them, and are borh Sacrificers 
now in Goſpel times, which is to deny thar Jeſus 
Chriſt is come in the fleſh ; ſo they lay themſelves 
under the ſame Judgment with the Jews; for one 
and the fame cauſe, produceth one and the ſame 
effefts at one time as well as at another, without 
preventing Mercy : But the Apoſtle Paul _ 
clearly of a ſort of Chriſtians, that would caſt off 
and reje& the Goſpel of God, for which God did 
bring the like judgment upon them, in 2 Thef: 2. 11, 
12. £1d fer this cauſe God ſhall ſend them ſiroug deluſious, 
that they ſhould believe a lie : That they ail wight ' be 
damned who believe not the truth, bs had pleaſure in 
wnrighteouſneſs. God puniſheth them by their own 
very fins, and makes it a judgment unto them, as 
he did by the Jews, and they are under muchwhat 
the ſame judgment with the Jews ; for the firſt did 
chuſe Deluſions and Lies, and -chen God gave them 
up unto them, juſt as God gave the Jews to a hard 
heart and a blind mind, wal they are all laid in the 
grave of unbelicf and prejudice, agataſt CFiſt whe 
true Mcfhh, and rien! chey are Sacrificing, and 
Sacrificing ſtill, now under the Goſpel : Why, fo 
God has given up theſe ſacrificing Chriſtians, and 
fo theſe Apoſtares or Back{l:iders in heart come to 
be filled with their own ways----And you muſt cer- 
rainly pive your ſelves up ro-ſtrong Deluſions, | or 
elſe you would never abyle and disbelieve the Holy 
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and walk by ; ſo that the people have no more uſe 
of the Goſpel than the Jews that do not believe that 
Chriſt is yet come in the fleſh ; ſo that you are as 
ignorant with a ref; pect to any ſaving experiemental 
knowledg of Chriſt's being come in the fleſh, as the 
very Jews are; for while you profeſs ro know him 
ia word, youdeny him in works,namely in facrifices, 
and other carnal Ordinances; and were not your 
Conſciences ſeared with a hot Iron, you wand ne- 
ver disbelieve your own ſenſes and reafon , and un- 
derſtandings as you do, for you muſt nor believe 
your own eyes that tell you that the Bread or Wafer 
afrer Conſecraticn, as it's called, is ſtill Bread, and 
the Wine is Wine ftill without any alteration. Nor 
you muſt not believe your own hands that give the 
1ame account of it unto you ; nor you muſt nor be- 
lieve your own mouth that telleth you, that i is 
Bread and not Fleſh. But the Prieſt, by what au- 
thority I know nor, will not ſuffer the Lay-peoples 
mourhs to make a judgment upon the Wine, whe- 
ther it be Wine or Blood, tho Chriſt hath given a 
particular and an expreſs command for it; as in 
them words of our Saviour's, Drink ye all of it, Mat. 
26. 27. Mark 14. 23. And they all drank of it. But 
this is your miſery, you muſt believe as the Church 
believes, or as the Prieſt commands ye to believe ; 
you muſt not believe Chriſt, nor his ApoſNes, 
nor his Goſpel, nor your own ſences, reaſon 
and underſtanding , none of theſe are to be be- 
lieved, bur all is faſt lockt up in unbelief , and the 
Prieſt carrieth the Key of your Knowledg at his Gir- 
dle ; and thus you do ſee clearly, and ſpontaneouſly. 
proved, that you are the perſons which the Apoſtle 
Paul propheſied of , that do make a Sacrifice of the 
Sacrament of the Lords-Supper, when as there is no 
material Sacrifices of this kind to be offered up in 
this manner ; for Chriſt at his coming, and dying, 
and riſing again, put an end to all that kind of wor- 
ſhip, Col. 2. 14, 15, 16, 18, 20, 21, 22, 23. Heb. 9. 9, 
Io,11, 12. 

But yet notwithſtanding give me leaveto tel] ye, 
that we have our Golpel-Sacrifices, but they are all 
Spiritual, wiz. The ſacrifice of a broken heart, and 
of an humble contrite ſpirit ; and the ſacrifice of 
prayer. and of thankſgiving, and every part of hol 
worſhipping of God in ſpirit and in truth ; theſe 
are the Sacrifices that are accepted and well-pleafing 
unto God, when we offer up our ſelves in them ; 
when all is offered up unto God upon the Golden 
Altar the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and mixed with his Me- 
_ rits, and both the perſon and the offering covered 

with his Robe of Righteouſneſs, the only Garment 
of Salvation, Rev. 8.3, 4. And: another Angel came 
aud ſized at the Altar, having a - Golden Genſer, and 
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there was given to him much Incenſe that he ſbonld offer

cenſe which came with the prayere of the Saints, | 
up before God ont of the Ana hank This 1s þ n= 
gel of the Covenant, the Lord Jeſas Chriſt, v ho. 
preſents our perſons and petitions unto God the Fa 
ther for us, if they be indifted in us by God the 
Holy Ghoſt, Rom. 8. 26, 27. Zikewiſh the ſpirit all® 
helpeth our infrmities, for we know not what we ſh# 
pray for as we owght, but the ſpirit it ſelf maketh in 
cefſion for 1s with groanings which cannot be utteretl,” 
And he that fearcheth the hearts , knoweth what is tha. 
mind of the ſpirit, becauſe he maketh interceſſion for the 
Saints according to the will of God. And the perſc 
muſt be clothed with Chriſt's Robe of Righteous 
neſs, 1ſa. 61. 10. I will greatly rejoice in the Lord, 
Jul ſhall be joyfal in my God, for he hath clothed me wit 
the garments of Salvation , he hath covered me with 
Robe of Righteonſneſr, as a Brid:groom decketh him: 
w1th ornaments , and as a Bride adorneth her ſelf 
her Jewels. This is the Wedding-garment that every 
foul hath on that is married to Chriſt ; and hence 
you may obſerve floweth all the Saints joy'an 
comfort, from their being juſtified by the' right 
ouſnzſs of Chriſt. "2 
But if this be ſo as you ſee clearly proved 
is, then what a miſerable contin maſt whos 
poor ſouls be in, that hope for and expett Erenal 
life and Salvation upon no berter ground nor folirh 
dation than their own meritorious works of rig mu 
ouſneſs, ind boaſt of their works of '$ jon; 
which will all prove Phyſitians of no value; mu 
will prove miſerable Comforters in the End ; th 
are bur ſparks of their own kindling, 1fa. 590.11 
bold all ye that kindle a fire, that compaſs your ſebves # 
bout with (parks ; walk in the light of your fire, ang i 
the ſparks that ye have landled ; this ſhall ye have '® 
mine hand, ye jhall lie down in ſorrow. 3 
Thus you do fee what a vaſt difference there 3 
between your Sacrifices , and the Proreſtanrs Gt 
ſpel-Sacritices , the one is ani abomination, and 4 
horred by the Lord : The ſacrifice of the wicked is 
abomination to the Lord ; but the prayer of the upright? 
his delight : And the true Goſpel-ſacrifices are acceq 
red with the Lord in and through Chriſt, if offere 
up upon the Golden Altar of his Righteouſneſs ath 
Merits ; then they are God's delight. - 
Now in the next place I ſhall offer unto you 
few modeſt and ſolid Reaſons, together with ſan 
Ar to confute this groſs error , and ſtray 
deluſion that you, poor foul, are involved in. © 
Thy the firſt place, if this Dottrine of yu 
trne, why then fo far it renders Faith uſeleſs, 
deſtroys it ; for if our Savioug Chriſt be per: 
and ſabſtantially come again , and is thus; pre 
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with his people, why then rhe ufe of 'thit” pan 
Faith is at an end. As for'inſtance, before our 
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zome in the fleſh, becauſe God had promiſed that 
*he ſhould fo come, Gen. 3.15. 

om after our Saviour Chriſt did come in the flefh, 
why then that part of Faith wasat anend ; for after 
that, whoever looked for his coming in that narure, 
Fdid not exerciſe Faith, but it was a great ſin, for it 
was the produtt of unbelief , which was a very 
great Judgment , and it is the very Grave wherein 
the poor ſcattered Jews have Jain dead and buried 
ever ſince ; and unbelicf and prejudice againſt 
Chriſt, is the Grave-ſtone alſo that lyeth upon them, 
and keeps them down. Our Saviour told them, /f ye 
believe nor:that I am he , ye fhall die in your fi$.n— 
But now the proper work and office of Faith is to 
"fee him that is inviſible, Heb. 1 b 2 7 . By Apo " for- 
ſook Egypt, not fearing the wrath of the King, for he en- 
EN Grone fee = is inviſible ; that was Chriſt. 
*But how can that be? it ſeems to be a contradittion 
in it ſelf; what, to ſee him which cannor be ſeen ! 
why it muſt be underſtood thus , that Moſes did ſee 
\Cbriſt by an eye of Faith, who could nor be ſeen by 
an eye of ſence, a bodily eye. And thus Abraham 
ather of the Faithful did ſee Chriſt before ever 

he came in the fleſh : Nour Father Abraham rejuiced 
to ſee my day , and he [aw it and was glad. And thus 
true Believers do ſee and diſcern the Lord's Body 

at the Sacrament of the Lords-Supper; and he 1s to 
e diſcerned no otherwiſe there. And Stephen the 
Martyr he Gw Chriſt in Heaven after be was af- 
eended, 4. 7.55. But he being full of the Holy Ghoſt, 
thooked 1p fredfaſily into Heaven, and ſaw the Glory of 
God, and Jeſus ſtanding on the right hand of God. But 
how did Stephen ſee him ? why it was by an eye of 
Eich, he being full of the Holy Ghoſt: Ay, that 
foul can never miſs of ſeeing Chriſt at any time, or 
#n_any place, that is full of the Holy Ghoſt ; and 
Stepher;'s confeſting this, made his Enemies mad,inſo- 
gmnch that they run upon him and murdered him ; 
pr they perhaps thought that they could ſee as far 
$ he could, and yet they could ſee no ſuch fight : 
Bat the natural man receiveth not the things of the ſþi- 
Fa Get, for they are fooliſhneſs unto him; ueither can 
them, becauſe they are 7 pgs diſcerned, 
| Cor. 2. 14. Our Saviour Chriſt can no more be 
een now perſonally and ſubſtantially by a, boduly 
of ſence, white he is at the right hand of God, 
an he could be ſeen in Moſesr's or Abraham's days, 
uch was before ever he had a ſubſtantial Body te 
> ſeen; neither ever ſhall he be ſo ſeen until he 
pmeth, down from Heaven in that manner as he 
ſeen to go up into Heaven, 4, 1. 10, 11. Nor 
til be apprareth the ſecond time without ſou unto Sat 
on. —Wthout ſin ! why, doth not the Scripture 
3s that he was without ſin befare, namely at his 
ſtcoming ? why,yes, itdoes ſo, and it is very true, 
he. W: w ett tc 
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fin in himſelf; for he was a Lamb without ſpot or 
blemiſh ; the Lamb for Sacrifice did Type out unto * 
us the ſinleſs ſpotleſs nature of Chriſt.--—-But when 
Chriſt came firſt in the fleſh, he appeared then in his 
ſtate of Humiliation in the form of a ſervant, with 
all the ſins of all the people of God upon him, of all 
that ever were ſaved and gotren ſafe into Glory, and 
of all that ever ſhould be ſaved from 4dam to the 
end of the world, all the ſins of his people paſt, pre- 
ſeat, and rocome ; wiz. of them that were dead and 
gone, and of them that were then living, and of 
them that were then unborn, all concentred u 
Chriſt, but not in him ; they all mer upon Chriſt's 
ſhoulders, 1ſs. 53.5, 6. But he was wounded for our 
tranſgreſſions, he was bruſed for our iniquity, the cha= 
ftiſement of our peace was upon him, and with his ſtripes 
we are healed. All we hike jheep have gone aſtray, we 
have turned every one to his own way, and the Lord hath 
laid upon him the iniquity of 1s all. Therefore it is ſaid, 
God was manifeſted in the fleſh. "Then indeed Chriſt 
was ſeen with bodily eyes, for he was manifeſted in 
the fleſh, juſtified in the ſpirit, after Chriſt had ſuf- 
fered and died, and roſe again from the dead ; when 
he had paid the debt ro God which he ſtood engaged 
unto him for,as a ſurety for ſinners; when th:Law was 
fulfilled, and the Juſtice of God fully ſatisfied, and 
the wrath of God wholly appeaſcd,then Chriſt muſt 
needs be juſtified, and by his being juſtified all his 
people for whom he died, were all juſtified. It was 
juſt as if a rich man were ſurety for a poor indigent 
man that was deeply in debt, and was not able ro 
pay one farthing ; why the Creditors take no notice 
of the poor Debtor, but fall upon the rich man 
that is his ſurety, and arreſt him, and caſt him in- 
to priſon, upon which the rich man payeth all the 
oor mans debts, and then he comes forth, having 
lly diſcharged the debr, he and the poor Debtor 
are both wy diſcharged,the Priſon could hold him 
no longer, ſo that both the Surety and the Debtor 
are juſtified and acquitted , the Law cannot take 
hold neither of the Surery nor the Debtor again, for 
that is fulfilled ; why even ſo cn it was 
with a reſpett to Chriſt and. poor ſinners, he was. 
bound for poor ſinners, and the Juſtice of God paſb 
by them, and ſeiſed upon Chriſt, and arreſted him, 
and caſt himinto priſon, fa. 5 3. 8,9. He was taken 
from priſon, and from judgment, &c, Which I rake 
to be the priſon of the Grave, for death could:nor 
hold him, bur he paid every farthing of all thedebe 
for all them for whom he dicd; and when he had 
diſcharged the debt for yoor ſinners, then he himſelf 
was fully diſcharged and juſtified, and all his peo- 
ple in hum ; andin this ſenſe every behever is with»: 
out ſin, that is, they are free from the reigning con- 
demning power of 1in, tho not from the in-being of 
ſia, Kem. $8. I. And is to - 
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p lewhich ſtand by,that they may bel; ve that thou 
| ts Mark ye our x $9 riſt was for 
Thatisfying the people, the ſtan y, to convince 
t "ph = oy of the Miracle, and alſo to let 
| them know by what and authority he did ir. 
# And when he thus had poken , he cried with a 
Tloud voice, Lazar, come forth. And he thot was 
FF dead come forth hound hard and foot with grave-clother, 
j ' and bis face was bound about with anophin. Tiſus ſarth 
4 wnro them, Looſe him, and let him go. V.45. Then many 
of the Jews which came to Mary, and had ſeen the things

| people that were there, all ſaw this great and won- 
Gerka Miracle,and all their ſences that were proper 
| to be exerciſed on that occaſion,were fully ſarished, 
{and their reaſon was not ſent empry nor blindfold 
Faway, nor with a Padlock clapt upon it, as your 
miracle of Tranſubſtantiation always does unto them 

r believe it.” 

The fiith and laſt Miracle that I ſhall now men- 
tion of our Saviour's, ſhall be the Miracle 'of Mira- 
gfes, which was his riſing from the dead, and his 
Miraculons Appearance unto his Diſciples, which 
3s the Crowning miracle of all which he wrought, 
tho not the Jaſt, Luk. 24. 36, 37, 38, 39, 49. nd as 
hey thus ſpake, Telus hinſeif flood in the md? of them, 
and [11th wto them, Peace be unto you: But they were 
ferrrfied ard aftrightcd, and ſuppoſed that they had ſeen 
frrit, What made them thus afraid ? Why it was 
Chriſt's Miraculous coming into the room: through 
the Doors, as wemay ſay, and ſtood in the midſt of 
them, the Doors being all ſhut fuſt for fear of the 
Jews. And he ſaid unto them, why are ye troubled, and 
by do thoughts ariſe in your heart? behold my hand: and 
feet, that it is 1 my ſelf ; handle me and ſec, for a 
rut hath not fleſh and boncs , as ye ſee me have. And 
when he had thus ſpoken, he ſbhewed them his hands and 
& fect. Joh.20.19,20,24,25,26. Then the ſame day at 
wenizg, being the firſt day of the week, when the Doors 
gre jhut where the Diſciples were aſſembled for fear of 
e Jews, came Jeſu and ſiood in the midſt, and ſaith 
weo them, Peace be with ye. This made them fo ter- 
bly afraid , beckuſe Chriſt came in perſonally a- 
ag them, notwithſtanding the Doors being faſt 
ur. And, when he had ſo jaid, he ſbewed unto them his 
md? and his fide ; then were the Diſciples glad when 
r ſawithe.Lord, That wayy when our Sayiour had 
ashed their ſences and reaſon, and their under-- 
nding , that jt was he himſelf, and not another. 
wv nr? ſatisfie any body of the reality of, 
x Chriſt, that is Tranſubſtanniared ; or if har 
it himſelf would ſatisfie people of the truth of 
dr, x would be fon,e- 
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ris that which is infinitely worſe than noting, it 


The othet Diſciples therefore ſaid unto him, We 
kave ſeen the Lord : But he ſaid unto them, Except I ſhall 
ſee in his hands the print of the nails, and put my finger in- 
to the print of the nails, and thruſt my hand into his ſide, 
I will not believe. And after eight dayr, again his Diſci- 
ples were within, and Thomas with them; then came Je- 
J«s, the Doors berng ſhut, and flood in the midſt, and ſaid, 
Peace be unto you; then ſaid he to Thomas, Reach hither 
thy fingers, and behold my hands ; and reach hither thy 
hom, and thruſt it into my ſide, and be not faithleſs, 
but believing. 

If you of the Reman Catholicks that are Lay-per- 
ſons were bur as incredulous about your DoSrine 
of Tranſubtantintion as Thomas a Didimus was of 
ChrifFs Reſurre&jon, I know not how the Prieſts 
wou!d do to ſatisfie you ; but here you ſee that our 
Saviour Chriſt did farisfie all his Diſciples, for he 
ſatisfied their ſences and reaſon, and all the ſcruples 
that did ariſe in them, and he did not ſend their 
underſtandings empty away, nor hoodwinkr ; here 
was ſeeing, hearing, and feeling, fully ſatisfied, and 
reaſon _ underſtanding feat full fraighred or laden 
away,and no room left tor the leaſt doubror ſcruple 
to be made of the truth and reality of rhoſe Miracles. 

But. your Tranſubſtantiared Miracle , is fo far 
from ſarisfying any perſons Senſes, Reaſon and Un- 
derſtanding, whether Romaniſt or others, that will 
bur be rrue to their Intellettuals, that ir both be- 
trayerh and deſtroyeth Senſe, Reaſon and Under- 
ſtanding ; for ye muſt nor believe: one of them 
noble faculties, if you believe your Miracle, which 
1s quite contrary tothe very nature of Miracles.—— 
Pray mind our Szviour Chriſt, he comparatively did 
ſtoop down and condeſcend to Thomas's unbelief; 
but it was to deſtroy it : And thishe did by fatisfy- 
ing his Senſes, Reafon, and Underftanding alſo, 
John 20. 24, 25, 26, 27. Now, if your Prieſts 
could do ſo, then it were ſomething like ; bur be- 
cauſe they cannot do it, it is not only nothing, bur 


Is a very dangerous, pernicious DoArine, for it 
1s aſtrong Delution, and it isone of Antichriſt, the 
Man of Sin's Lying Wonders ; for they that pre- 
tend to work this Miracle, do deſpiſe and contemn 
the Holy Scriprures, as you, may fee in thar ſame 
Chapter, where Ahtichriſt the Man of Sin is deſcri- 
bed : For theſe are two of his CharaQters, uz, Ly- 
ing Wonders, and Diſowning the Goſpel. 2 Theſ. 
2.9, 10, 11, 12. Even him whoſe coming 1s. after the 
working of Satan, with all pewcr, and ſigns, and tying 
wonders: That 1s, he claims all power both ſpiritual 
and remporal, which either his craft or his ovetty. 
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mighty, but ' not by his own power :*and he fba deſtroy 
wonderful, and jbail proſper and prattice, anti ſhall des 
Ir the whe and the bo pepic. nd thr bi 


foall magnify Fimſelf in his heart, and by peace ſhall d- 
frroy many: he fhall alſa ſtand up againſt the prince of 
princes ; but be ſhall be broken withous hands. Rey. 17. 
14, 16, 17. The Apoſtle ſaith, that he ſhould come with 
all d:ccivablneſi of unrighteouſneſs in them that periſh, 
becauſe they receryed 10: the love of the truth that they 
might be ſaved : And for this cauſe God ſhall ſend them 
ftrreng d. 1:/'ons that they ſhould believe a lie, that they all 
might be danmed who believe not the truth, but had plea» 
ſure mn unrightcouſneſs. Ir is a moſt dreadful judg- 
ment, you ſee, that you poor ſouls do lye under, 
who do believe this Do&trine : The Lord in Mercy 
open your eye*, and thorowly convince your Con» 
ſciences of the evil and dapger of ir, before it be roo 
late, while rhe door of Mercy ſtands open ; for it is 
as great a Judgment as that which the Jews lieth un- 
der ; for as your fins and theirs is much alike, ſo 
are the judgments which both the one and the other 
lieth under ; the Jews they deny Chriſt openly, and 
you deny him privately ; you do confeſs rhat Jeſus 
Chriſt is come 1n the fleſh, in words, bur in works 
youdeny him. 
3. Thirdly and laſtly, The Apoſtles, whenever 
they wrought Miracles, the p:ople faw that they 
were Miracles, 4#: 8. 6,7. And the people with one 
accord gave goed hecd unto theſe things which Philip 
ſpake, herring and ſeeing the Miraclk:s which he did. 
For unclean ſpirits, erying with loud <oices, came out of 
many that were pcſſ. ſod w.th 1hem : and many taken with 
palfies, antt that "were lame, were healed. And their 
very enemies did fee the Miracles which , they 
wrought, and were forced ro confeſs and own it ; as 
you;may ſee, in 4#s 4. 16. Saying, What ſbal we da 
to theſe men? for that indetd a rotabl: miracle hath 
been done, it is manif:ſt to al them that dwell in Jeruſa- 
lem, ard we cannot d:ny it. And the Apoſtles did 
raiſe the dead alſo, and the people, both good and 
bad , did hear and f:e th: Miracles which they 
wrought, and were all fatisfied with the reality os 
them, or elſe it could be no'Miracle. There was 
never any Miracle wrought that ever I read of, in 
the Sacred Ecriprures, as I can remember, either b 
the Prophers whe were inſpired by the Holy Ghoſt 
before Chriſt came in the tieth, or by our Savious 
Chriſt himſelf, or by any of hi; Apoſtles, that ever 
deftroyed mens Senfes and Re:fon, and pur our the 
very hghr of their m7 gras. | bur the Miracles 
which they all wroughr, brought heir own clear 
and und2ni:ble evidence along with them: They 
have, as we may (ay, ſpoken clzarly aud fully for 
themſelves, they nzed no tricks, nor force, nor cun- 
ing artifices to create a belief 'jm the-p2vple, of rhe 
real hath of rhem ; bur all rhe p:ople that ſaw 
them, have always bzen latiefizd rkvir was a xegl 
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believing Jew? did of ourbleſſed Lord and Sayic 
caſting out Devils, when they ſaid rhat he caſt ol 
Devils by Reefzebub the Prince of Devils, Mats. 1.2.24 
But when the phariſees heard it, they ſaid, this fe 
doth not caſt out devils, but by Beelzebub the privite 
the devils. They blaſphemouſly and bold! 49 / 
fert, that Chriſt the Erernal Son.of God Fa. eriv!

Bur now this Tranſubſtantiated Miracle of your 
dos not, nor cannot ſatisfy any Man's Sentes of

{elf can have his Senſe and Reaſon ſatisfied as rorth 
truth of it; for ir cannot be, it is unpoſſible. 
thar can be faid, is this, their unbelief has oven 
come and captivated their Senſe and Reaſon, and 6 
they do lay a force upon ir, and ſuſpend the follow! 
ing of the diftates of ir; as our Saviour Clirift ſais 
Mark 4.12.Thas ſceing ghey may ſee,ar.d ngt pirceivve x, ant 
hearmg , they may kear, 4nd not underſtand.

Bur implicit Faich and Unbelief hath ſo blinded. þ 
{pirirual Eyes, that he muſt not believe his own.cc 
porecal Eyes; by which means he cannot, or 
not perceive the deceit: And their hearts being) 
hardened through the deceirfulnzf5 of ling thar rhy 
will nor exerciſe their choughts abour —_ 
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Mouth that can taſte nothing but Bread, or the Wa- 
fer, the Mouth cannot taſte one bir or morſel of 
Fleſh, or feel the leaſt Bone or Griſtle in it. And as 
-for the Wine that is really turned into blood, they 
myſt take the Prieſts word for that, and pawn the 
Salvation of their Souls for the truth of it too. Bur 
tho they do blind themſelves ia this nature, yer 
$ their Senſes and Reaſon do their Office, tho they 
| will not hearken unto them, nor give the leaſt credit 
btnto what they inform them. | 
"And Chriſt and the Apoſtle tells them, that it is 
Bread afrer Conſecration, and that the Cup is a Cup 
in which the Wine is, 1 Coy. 10. 16, 17. And their 
own Senſes and Reaſon tell them that it is ſo; but 
"they will not believe Chriſt, nor the Apoſtles, no 
nor their own Eyes, Noſe, Hands nor Mouth; but 
they will believe as the Church believes, or believe 
$ the Prieſt befrre them all, altho rhey have neither 
Their own Senſes, Reaſon,nor Underſtanding on their 
fide, nor the Holy Scriptures on their ſide, which is 
the revealcd will of God, and ought to be the Rule 
for every Chriſtian to live and walk by. Burt, Sir, 
Your own ſenſe-, and reaſon, and a and 
the Sacred Scriptures, are all againſt you, and this is 
he main re.ſon why your Prieſts will not permit 
mor allow the uſe of the Goſpel-light , that holy 
and Sacred Touchſtone, to rhe people, for if they 
did, it would diſcover all their Firiual coyn to be 
bur drofs and counterfeit, and it would never pals 
ong the people, Joh. 3. 20. For every one that doth 
#uwil, hateth the light, neither cemeth to the hight leſt his 
Weds ſhould be reproved. They firſt put out the Jight 
of the Goſpel, and then they bring them to relign 
zp their ſences, and reaſon, and underſtanding, and 
Conſcience, and ſouls and all, unto the condutt of 
he Pri-ſts or Church. And when they have them 
bus in the dark, why then they lead them which 
way they pleaſe, for he is no longer ated nor guided 
7 his own reaſon or underſtanding, nor by the holy 
criptures, but by the Prieſts: O Sirs, look to the 
Word of God, 1/a.8. 20. To the Law and to the Teſti- 
iy ; if they ſpeak not according to this word, it 1s be- 
ſe there 15 no light inthem. O precious ſouls, do not 
xceive your ſelves, I beſeech you, by following 
theſe blind Guides, bur take our bleſſed Redeemer's 
dvice and counſel in Mat, 15, 14. Let them alone, 
lat is as much as to ſay, do not follow them, 7h 
' blind leaders of the blind, and if the blind lead 
be blind, both ſhall fall into the ditch. And the Pro- 
Iſaiah ſaith in Iſa. g. 16. For the leaders of this 
le cauſe them to err, and they that ore l:ad of them 
e d:firoyed. 
Ag in ſecondly, if it be ſo that your Prieſts do, 
py vertue of their Conſecration, convert the Bread 
gd \ Vine into the real ſubſtantial perſon of Chriſt, 
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eompleat, ſubſtantial and intire, Jacking nothing of 
all theſe bleſſed perſonal perfettions, as he was when 
he was here perſonally upon Earth, before he af- 
cended up into Glory ; for this muſt be the ineyi- 
table and neceſſary conſequence of it, for even fo ir 
muſt be, or elſe it is but a mcer fantaſtical imagina« 
ry Sham-Chriſt, and is of the number of thoſe ſort 
of falſe Chriſts which our Saviour Chriſt bids us be. 
ware of, which are out in thedeſert among the falſe 
Prophets, Matt. 24. 23, 24, 25, 26. Then if any man 
ſhall ſay unto you, Lo, here 1s Chriſt, or there, belicye 
it not ; for there ſhall ariſe falſe Chriſts and falſe Pro- 
phets, This was propheſied by our Saviour Chriſt, 
that when Antichriſt , the Man of Sin, did , or 
ſhould ariſe, that then theſe falſe Chriſts and filſe 
Prophets ſhould ariſe in great numbers with him, 
and jball ſhew great ſigns and wonders, inſomuch that 
(if it were poſſible) they ſhall deceive the wery elett. Be- 
hold,l have told you bifoehaufor if they ſhall ſay unte 
you, Behold he is tm the deſert, go not forth ; behold, he 1; 
in the ſecret chambers, believe it net. And Antichriſt 
was to ariſe, and come with all Power, and Signs, 
and Lying Wonders, ſairtrthe Apoſtle, which is the 
ſame charafter which our Saviour gives of him. 

This deſert where theſe falſe Chriſtsare, I rake it 
to be a Church or People, profeſſing the name of 
Chriſt in words, but deny him in works ; being abo- 
minable, diſobedient, and unto every good work reprobate, 
Titus 1. 16. "They are a Company of Deſerters, 
that have deſerted Chriſt, and run from the true 
Chriſtian Colours ; for you ſee they are a ſort of no- 
minal Chriſtians, that do own Chriſt's Name, but 
they do follow another Jeſus, as I have already 
ſhewed from the Apoſtles words, 2 Cor. 11. 4. The 
are a people that have deſerted Chriſt's Standard, 
who himfz1f is Generaliſſimo of all the Chriſtian 
ſpiritual Soldiers, or Army. 

But theſe falſe Prophets and others, are thoſe 
that are gone over to Antichriſt, who is Head and 
rr of all the many Antichriſts and Apo- 

ates. 

Now that our Saviour Chriſt propheſied here of 
Antichriſt's riſing, it appeareth to me tobe as clear 
as the Sun that thineth in the firmament ; becauſe 
the ApoſNe hath laid down the very ſame Character 
of Antichriſt, and his Diſciples and falſe Prophets, 
as our Saviour had done before ; for our Redeemer 
ſaith, that rhere ſhould ariſe falſe Chriſts,- and falſe Pro- 
phets, which ſhould ſhew great ſizns and wonders, ſo- 
much that (if it were poſſible ) they ſhould deceive the 
very ele, And the Apoſtle faith, that the Man of 
ſm, Antichriſt, ſhould come after the working of Satan, 
with all power, and ſigns, and lying wonders, and with 


all deceivableneſs of unrighteouſneſs in them that peryſh. 
Our Saviour ſaith, conſequentially, Signs, and Wan 
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they deceive the wery elef, Faith our Saviour, that faid before, ſo ſay I now again, If any man preacn. 
"nay other goſpel! unto you , than that ye haye recarved,! 
him be accurſed. And what the Apoſtle fait 

ſay I, and ler all good men ſiy Amen to it. J 


is, their great Signs , and Lying Wonders, 
Gal ware all deccivableneh. of wnrighteouſ- 
nor in them that periſh, ſaith the Apoſtle. And 
then here followeth their deſerrion of the Standard 
of Chriſt their General; Becauſe they received not the 
lowe of the truth, that they might' be ſaved. Here 
they firſt deſert God, and then God deſerts them, 
as you may ſee in thoſe following words of the 
Apoſtle, as I have already proved : And for this 
cauſe God ſhall ſend them ſtrong dduſions that they ſhould 
believe a lie, that they all might be damned who believe 
not the truth:That is,thoſe +5 Nays e Nas" = on pel 
of God in ſition to this le, but had pleaſure in 
unri nod : Surely then this muſt needs be a 
dreadful deſert, when a Church or people deſert 
and leave God,—-And God doth caſt off them, 
and deſert and leave them ; this I humbly conceive 
robe the meaning of our Saviour Chriſt, in Mart.24. 
which does agree, and ſuit ſo well with that of the 
ApoſNle Pzu''s deſcription of Antichriſt the Man of 
Sin ; this.is that deſert where theſe ſwarms of falſe 
Chriſts and falſe Prophets are and do reſide, it is 
a deferred falſe worſhip. And hear again what is 
faid in 17ohn 2. 18, 19. with which Scripture Tſhall 
cloſe this Head, and ſo goon towards the finiſhing 
of this Diſcourſe ; Little children, it is the laſt time : 
amd as ye have heard that Antichriſt ſhall come, even 
now are there many Antichriſtt, whereby we know that 
it is the laſt time.* "There be the falſe Prophets 
whichChriſt tells us ſhoyld ariſe,and ſhow great ſigns 
and wonders to deceive the credulous \poople And 
here followeth their Apoſtatizing or Deſertion, to 
wit, They wer:t out , from ws, but they were not of w;_ 
for if they had beer of - 1, they would no doubt haven, 
continued with us ; But they went out, that they might*:

Now, I pray, Sir, do not take it amiſs that I 
deal rhus plainly with you; nor do not think much 
of my repeating over ſome things that have been 
mentioned under former Heads;for you know 1n a tri- 
al ar Law among Men, you have often one and the 
ſame thing repeated over and over, by the Witneſ- 
ſes and others, &c.

Intelleftuals proper to Man, and 
s great a meaſuxe, as to any other men whatſo- 
”, ſhould yer ſuffer themſelves to be fo 
oly impoſed upon, and expoſe, or rather aban- 
All that is dear unto them, to follow a falſe 
W,which is to deport from the- true one, to be- 
"mcy a 


piece, of Ridiculous, nonſenſical Do- 
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Surely moſt ſacrifice alf the rational part of 
humanity, or at leaſt poſtpone it, before ever they 
can be brought or perſuaded to afſenr and' conſent 
unto any fach kind of Dottrine: They muſt who}! 
unman themſelves. And isnot this a very great Mi- 
racle,think ye ? 

2. Secondly, The ſecond Miracle which this Do- 
Qrine does afford us , is almoſt as preat as the for- 
mer, namely this, that the Priefts ſhould ever have 
the boldneſs ro make ſuch an invaſion upon mens 
ſenſes, reaſon and underſtanding! and have the 
confidence to impoſe ſuch horrible abſurdities and 
rediculous nonſence upon the people, that is ſo full 
of contradictions in it ſelf, and made of a ftro 
deluſion,that is contrary to the Holy Scripture, a 
contrary to your own Creed, and contrary to Senſe 
and Reaſon, and contrary to the very. Nature of 
Miracles ! for altho Miracles are above Senſe and 
Reaſon, yet fuch is the nature of them, that the 
firſt thing they do, after they are brought forth, is 
to ſee that mens Senſes, and Reaſon, and- Under-

mane Invention, and thar by Arguments drawn 
and deducted from Reaſon. And alſo, I ſhall 
draw a Parallel between the Holy Scriptures which 
we Proteſtants profeſs and own, and the Scriprures 
which Antichriſt doth profeſs and own, which is 
that another Goſpel which I have ſpoken unto you 
of, in Gal. 1.8, g. 

1. In the firſt place,I do poſitively afſert,That the 
Holy Scriptures which we profeſs, could not be 
invented and made by a Heretick, becauſe -it damns 
Hereſy, and ſo conſequently Hereticks, to Hell and 
Damnation, 2 Per. 2. 1, 2. But there were falle Pro- 
phets among the People ; even as there ſball be falſe 
Teachers among you, who privily ſhall bring in danna6le 
Hereſies, denying the Lord that bought them,and bring up- 
on themſelves ſwift deſtruttion. And many ſhall follow their 
pernicious ways, by reaſon of whom the way of truth 
ſhall be evil ſpoken of, Now would any Heretick 
write Deſtruction and Damnation, and ſuch bitter 
things againſt himſelf, think you? No ſure ; there- 
fore it could not be a Heretick that made and in- 
vented the Holy Scriptures. Ay, but it raay be 
objetted that he may be a Hererick,and not know it; 
why it is very true, a Perſon may be a Heretick and 
not know it; nay, I do believe that it is fo with all 
Hereticks ; nay, I do believe that the greateſt He- 
reticks in the World, 'do count themſelves the beſt 
Chriſtians ; nay, the only Chriſtians, and all others 
Hereticks , 1ſa. 65. 3, 4, 5. Rev. 3. 9. Bur yet 
notwithſtanding in this reſpe& h2 could not be a 
Heretick, but he muſt know it; for what is Hereſy, 
but Error and Falſhood about Spiritual things; it 
1s a miſ-guided Judgment ; and- could any Man 
have fuch Gifts and Parts, as to invent the Scrip- 
tures, that muſt not certainly know that what he 
writ at the ſame time, were lies and falſhood ; and 
what he writ in the Name of God, and for God's 
Word, was but his own? Ir is impoſſible that ever 
he could be a Heretick in this Senſe , but that he 
muſt know it; and ſurely he would never have 
written ſo ſeverely againſt Hereſy and falſe DofQtrine; 
therefore the Scriprures which we profeſs, muſt nor 
be tlie Word of Man. 

2.yecondly,Ircould nor be ar Apoſtate of any ſort 
that writ the Holy Scriptures, or that invented 
them; for ſee what ir ſaith of fuch, Heb. 6. 4, 5, 6. 
For it is impoſſivle for theſe who were once enlightened, 
and have taſted of the heavveniy pijt , and were made 
partakers of the Holy Ghoſt , and [rave taſted rhe good 
word of God, and the powers of the wirid to came ; If they 
ſhall fall away , te renew 1he11 again wmita' repent auce ; 


. ſeeing they erucifie 19 then'ſ. yes the Son of Gd afreſh, 


of Apoſtate, either from you to us, or from us to 
you, or to nothing at al), which is better than thar 
which ſome People profeſs, ever wrire ſo ſeverely 
againſt his own Praftice, and exclude himſelf from 
Heaven and Happineſs for ever ? Therefore it could 
not be an Apoſtate that made and inveated the 
Scriptures. 

3- Thirdly, Ir could not be a Hypocrite that in- 
vented - the Scriptures which we profeſs and own, 
becauſe it denouncerh Wo and Damnation ro ſuch, 
Matth. 23. 13, 14. MW unto you, Scribes and Phariſces, 
hypocrites; for ye ſhut up the kingdom of Heaven againſt 
men : for ye neither go in your ſelves, neither ſuffer ye 
nhem, which are entring, to go in. Wo unto you, Scribes 
ani Phariſees, hypocrites ; for ye devaur widows houſes, 
and for a pretence make long prayers ; therefore ye ſhall 
receive the greater danmation. Now can it be imagi- 
ned that ever either Heretick or Apoſtate, or Hypo- 
crite, would write thus dreadfully againſt themſelves, 
when as theſe three ſorts of Men, eſpecially, in all 
Ages have been the greateſt Sricklers againſt, and 
Oppoſers of the Holy Scriptures; and alſo the moſt 
violent Perſecutors of them who are, or have been 
the ſtricteſt Profeſſors of it ? 

4.Fourrhly,Ir could not be a Covetecns and Proud 
Perſon, or a Griping Uſurer, that made or invented 
the Scriptures, becauſe ir ſpeaks againſt them, as 
much as it does againſt them that make Images, 
and bow down unto them , and worſhip them , 
which God hath poſitively: forbid, Exod. 20, For a 
covetous Perſon , the Scripture hath particularly 
Branded with that black-Pirch-Mark of Hell, name- 
ly Idolatry , in theſe words, viz. Beware of Cove- 
touſneſs , which is 1dolatry. And our Saviour hath 
told us, that it is a very difficult thing for a rich 
Man , who truſteth in his Riches, to get to Hea- 
ven, and be faved. And it is faid, that God re- 
ſiſteth : the Proud , and beholdeth them afar off; 
and the Ufurer is much ſpoken againſt. in the Hol 
Scriptuxes; therefore ir could be neither of theſe 
bad Men that made or invented the Holy Scriptures, 
becauſe they would never have written ſo ſeverely 
againſt themſelves, for it is contrary to Narure. 

5. Fifthly, Ir could not be a Whoremonger,nor an 
Adutkerer, for the Scripture fairh, That Whoremon- 
gers and Adulterers God will judg. . 

6. Sixthly, It could nor be a Thief,or a Murderer, 
nor an Unrighteous Perſon, nor a Lier, nor a For- 
nicator, nor an Extortioner, nor a Reviler, nor a Con- 
juring Sorcerer , nor an Effeminare Perfon, nor an 
Abuler of himſelf with Mankind, neither cou!d it be 
a Drunkard, or a Glutton. Ir couldmor poſſibly be 
any of all theſe ſorts of bad Men , that made or in- 
vented the Scriptures, becauſe rhey would never 
have denounced ſuch heavy Judgments againſt 
themſelves for all theſe Sins which are againſt the 
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7. Seventhly,It could not be any of theſe two Bed: 
Rolls of Sinners, that made or invented the Ho- 
Iy Scriptures, which you have diſcovered by the 
Apoſtle Paul, in Rom. 1. 26, 27, 28, 29, 30, 31, 42. 
and in 2 7m. 3. 1, 2, 3,4, 5- Surely.theſe Si | 
would never have pronounced ſuch a dreadful Ser" 
tence againſt themſelves. | 

8. Eighthly, Ir.could not be a Perſecutor, that” 
made or invented the Scripture, for it hath ſer a 
Cain-like mark upon him, xz. the vileſt and baſeſt* 
of Men, Atts 17. 5. But the Jews who believed net, + 
moved with envy, teok unto them certain lewd fellows of 
the baſer fort, and gathered a company, and ſet all the 
city in an uproar , and aſſaulted the houſe of Jaſon, and” 

Jought to bring them out to\the people. And our Savis 
our Chriſt calls them, 4 gencra:ion of wipers and ſers" 
pents, Matth. 23. 31, 32, 34, 35- Surely then, if 
Perſecutors had made or invented the Scri 
re. would never have written thus againſt thems 
elves. ; ; 
9. Ninthly, It could not be a Sabbath-breaker, or 
one thar profaneth the Lords Day, that made or 
invented the Scriptures, becauſe the Scriptures are. 
very ſtrit for the due obſerving the Sabbath ; 
for keeping a Day unto the Lord; and there' is ſe>* 
vere Penalties preſcribed and made , to 'be inflits

10. Tenthly, Ir could not. be an Atheiſt that” 
made and invented the Scriptures, becauſe it diſcos? 
vers the glorious Arrribures of the Divine Being, and 
his Works of Creation and:Providence, and denour 
ceth Hell and Damnation againſt all Atheiſts; there! 
fore it could not poſſibly be” an Atheiſt that made 
and invented the Holy Scriptures. | 

11. Eleventhly and Laſtly, ro name no mare bad 
Men; Ir could not be any Perſon made and invents 
ed the Scriptures, that was an Idolater, rhat invent 
and makes to himſelf any gravven images, or the li 
of any thing that is in hearven above, or in the earth 
neath , or in the ſea, or in the waters under the earthy 
Exod. 20.4, 5. That bow down to them, an 
fay their Prayers before them, and perhaps pay Dis 
vine Adoration unto them. Read what the Scrip 
ture ſaith of theſe, Pſal. 115. 4, 5,6, 7, 8. Pal. 97.7 
Ifa. 40. 18, 19, 20. To whom wall ye liken God? or wl 
likeneſs will ye compare unto him ? The workman meltet, 
a graven image, and the gold/mith ſpreadeth it over wii 
gold, and caſfteth ſilver chains. He that is ſo i 
rijhed that he hath no oblation, chooſcth a tree that 
not rot ; he ſeeketh unto him a cunning workman, to 
pare a graven image that ſbali not be moved.

\ © Obje#. Bur it may be ſome may ſay, Yes, it 
might be ſuch a Perſon that made the Scriprures; for 
we do not make theſe Images for any other end or 
dcſign, than to put us in mind of God, and our 
Duty towards him, and that they are the Lay-mens 
s, to teach and inſtruft them. : 
Pray give me leave ta put a Caſe unto you. Now 
fuppoſe for Argument fake, to illuſtrate the mater, 
thar the King's Majeſty in Concurrence with his two 
* Houſes of Parliament, the Great Council of the 
Land, ſhould make a Law for ſome Reaſon of State, 
that it ſhould be no leſs than High Treaſon for 
any of his Subje&s ro make his Image , or to have 
his Pifture, or the Likeneſs of any thing that doth 
be!ong to him, in Imitation of it ; and Iflue out his 
Proclamation, ſtraightly and ftriftly forbidding all 
his Subje&ts attempting the doing it, upon Pain of 
"the inevitable eſcaping the ſevereſt Puniſhment , 
which properly belongerh unto thoſe that are Guil- 
iy of High Treaſon. But yer, notwithſtanding 
this ſevere Prohibition of the King, there ſhould be 
ſome .Perſans would be ſo daring and bold, as to 
prefume to do it out of a ed, but blind Zeal 
of Loyalty ; and nor reft ſatisfied in, nor with their 
Own Freon and Rebellion, but they would force 
ethers of his Subjefts ro do ſo likewiſe, or ele they 
would knock them in the head, or burn them, be- 
cauſe they were truly Loyal , and kept to the Kings 
Laws in this Caſe made and provided. 

Pray, which of theſe rwo - of Perſons are the 
beſt, and the moſt left Subje&ts, think you? 1 
Know you will fay,thofe that obeyed the Kings Laws ; 
For as it is in Spiritual things, ſo in this, Obedience 
5 better than Sacrifice. Why , the Law of the 
King of Heaven, who is King of Kings, and Law- 
wer to all his Creatures, viz. the Great Charter of 
ven, 1s, that we ſhall not make, nor have, nor 
bow down to, nor worſhip any ſort of Images , 
pr the likeneſs of any of the things in Heaven, or 

Earth, or in the Sea, or in the Waters under the 
azth. Whatever ſome People think of it, I will 
ffure them from the Word of a Jealous God, it is 
o leſs than Spiritual High Treaſon, and 
ble by the Great Charter of Heaven, with no lefs 

Hell and Damnation, without unfeigned Re- 
ntance, and a thorough Reformation, Deur. 5. 
d. Thou jhalt not make thee any graven image, or any 
texeſs of any thing that is in heaven. above , or that is 
the earth venea:th , or that is in the waters beneath 
earth. Thou ſhalt zot bow 
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God. Therefore it could be none of theſe fort of 
bad Men, nor no other bad Men whatſoever, that 
had any han, in the leaſt, in making or inventing 
the Scriptures, which we that are Proteſtants of all 
ſorts, bo own and believe to be the Word of 
God. 

2. Secondly, In the ſecond place, neither could ic 
be good Men that made and invented the Scriptures 
of their own Brain. Furſt, It could not be them 
which count themſelves Good : Nor, Secondly , 
Could it be them whom God by his Grace hath 
made Good. 

7. Firſt it could not be a Moral Honeſt Good 
Man, that made and invented the Scriptures, who 
counts himſelf fo; for he will tell you, That he 
ſhall go to Heaven, and be ſaved, becauſe he deals 
oprighely and juſtly with all men, and payeth every 
one their own, does wrong to no man, and [ 
do as I would be done by ; which is all very good 
in its place ; and letme tell you, that it is ſo good, 
that f Ac is no going to Heaven without it; bur yet 
ler me tell thee alſo, Tho thon doſt give Man his 
due, yer if thou doſt not give God his due, it will 
11 avail thee nothing in Point of Juſtification and 
Salvation : But what is it to give God his due ? 
Why the ſole Condutt and Government of thy Soul, 
all thou art, and all thou haſt, muſt be vefigned up 
to God from whence thou didſt receive it ; thou 
muſt forlake all, whenever God in his Providence 
calls thee to it, and. deny thy felf, and! fallow 
Chriſt the Lamb of God whutherſcover! he goeth. 
Will you ſee a full Scripture for 'proof of this ? 
Why you ſhall, Matth. 19. 18, 19, 2a, 21. Feſus ſaid, 
Thou ſhalt do no murder ; thou ſbalt uot commit Adultery ; 
thou ſhale not ſteal ; thou ſhalt not bear falſ witneſs ; 
honour thy father and thy mother ; and, thou fbalt krue 
thy neighbour as thy ſelf. The young man. ſaith unto hime, 
Alb theſe things have I kept from. my youth up ; "What 
lack I yet ? Jeſus ſaid untohins, if thou wilt be perfets; 
£0 and jel! that thou haſt, and give to the poor, and thou 
ſhalt have treaſure in Heaven, and came and follow me. 
Moral Honeſty will not do, unleſs we follow Chriſt 
by Faith, and in Love. Therefore it could not be 
a Moral Honeſt Man that made or invented the 
Scriptures, becauſe they are quite againſt hun ; and 
ſurely if the Moral Gqod Man had made them, 
he would have made his way wide enough for hun- 
ſelf to go to Heaven, and be ſaved by his Mora- 
h 


= Secondly, There is another ſort of Perſons that 
count themſelves ſo good, that they think rhere is 
none like them, 'but that they are the only good 
men in the world,/a.65.Rev.3.9.—— And thetc are 
a whipping fort of Good Men, the Phariſaical ſelf 
righteous Men, that are fo zealous in thear way to 
>a Rig reouſneſs of their own, to be juſt 
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and hang and-burh their neighbours for God's fake z 
and this fbrr of men) in all Ages have juſtified them- 
ſelves, and condemned- all others. Pray hear what 
our Saviour Chriſt! ſairh of theſe, Zuke 18. 10, 11, 
12, 1}, 14. Tae men went wp nts the Temple to pray, 
the one # Phariſee,and-tht other 2 Publican. The Phariſce 
ſtood and prayed this with himſelf, God,. I thamk thee, 
that I am-not as other men are-—Qur Savionr Chriſt 
has told us, that Publicans and Harlots ſhall go ro 
Heaven before a ſelf-righteous Man ſhall. And-in 
Prov. 30. 12, 13, There is a genevation that are purt in 
their own eyes, and yet are not waſhed. from their filtht= 
neſe. There is a gener ation, O how lofty are their eyes! 
and: their eyt=lids ave lifted up. Thus you ſee that it 
could. not be a Self-righteous Man which counts 
himſelf a good Man, that made and invente& the 
Scripture 3 that makes- up- 2 righteouſneſs of his 
own, part of works of' Mercy, and-part of- works 
of Cruelty; who are for Meritorious works, and 
works of Supererogation ; that think to clmb up 
to. Heaven by thar'Rope of Sand ; for if ſuch a 
Man had made the Scriptures, he would never have: 
written ſuch birter things againſt himfIf, and ' left 
himfalt in the: hopeleſſeſt conditien of all ſorts of 
men 'in the whole World; of evet being faved, 
without a change of thar principle. 

3- But Thirdly and Laſtly, Might it not be a 
good. Man. that had the Grace of God in his hearr, 
and the fear of God before his eyes, that might in- 
vent and compoſe the Scriptures? To this I anſwer 
in the negative; No; it is impoſſible that- ir could- 
be : Tho, it is true, there is nothing in the Haly 
Scriptures that is againſt him for his goodneſs, as 
there is nothing in them that doth indulge a wick- 
ed Man in his wickedneſs. And therefore you will 
ſay, that a good Man was the likelieſt of all men 
to have made and invented the Scriptures. Bur yer 
notwithſtanding give me leave to tell ye, that a 
good Man not, nor dare not invent the holy 
Scriptures, for it is utterly inconſiſtent with- his 

ns, or for can he be a good Man, and yet at 
the ſame time be a deceitful Man? For he would 
be the inventer of an evil thing, if it were invent- 
ed by Man, for it would be a Lie ; becauſe inſtead 
of being the Word-of God; it wonld be the word 
of Man : But you ſce this canhor poſhbly be; for 
it. would be to do evil, thit good- might come 
of it, which the-Scriprures does down-rightly tor 
bid 


But you will ſay; If neither bad men, nor good 
men made and invented the Scriptures, Then pray, 
who were they made and invented by ? 

'To this Ianfwer, the Wordof God telleth us all 
plainly in -theſe- following Scriptures, who 1t- was 
that made-the Holy Scriprures,2 Per. 1.20, 21. Knew- 
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an: that is, Man did not invetit them'; but” holy 
men of God ſpake as they were moved by rhe holy Ghoſt: 
a Tim. 3. 16. All ſcripture is given by imſbiration of 
God, and is profitable for dofrine, for reproef, for cars” 
reftion, for mſtruttion in righteoufn: s, Rev. 1.1. The 
Revelations of Jeſus Chriſt, which God gave unto him, 
to ſhew wnto his ſervants things which muſt ſhortly come 
to paſs ; and he ſent and ſignified it by his Angel unto 
his ſervant Joim. And in Heb. 1. 1, 2. God who at 
Junary times, and in divert manners, ſpake in time paſs 
wnto the fathers, by the prophets, Hath in theſe laſt days 
ſpoken to 115 by his ſen, whom he hath appornted heir of att 
things; by wkom he alſo made the worlds. John 1. 14: 
rf = word 4s made fieſh, and dwe!t among ts, and 
we behe'd his the glory as of the only begotteri of th © 
father, full fs pxda and wack Chet is the eſſen 
tial Word of God, and all godly men have- the 
Spirir of Chtiſt dwelling and: abiding in' them; 
and that is the reaſon that good men in all Ages 
have put ſuch a value upon the Holy Scriptures,” . 
and would ſuffer any thing, rather than part with” * 
the Holy S$cripeutes : David prized them above-his 
appointed food ; and the Martyrs prized- theme 
above their Lives, which made them go joyfully ro 
Priſons, to- the Gibbet, to the Flames; and this 
made them op at the place of Execution, ahd* 
Clap their hands in the Flames, which ſtruck terror to» 
their Adverſaries. And what made them do this ? 
Why, next unto the holy Ghoſt, it was becauſe* 
they knew that the Holy Scriptures were true, 'and' 
that their Redeemer that was revealed in them). - 
ever liveth, and did make fſatisfaftion and” inrer-- 
ceſſion to God the Father for them : Ay, and he* 
was with them and in them at the Gibber,and in”. + 
the very Flames,as he was with the three Worthies 
of old, in the fiery Farnace,, Dar. 3.25. He an- 
ſwertd, and ſaid, Le, 1 ſee four men looſe, walking in” 
the midſt of the fire, and they have ne hurt, and the 
form of the fourth is like the'ſon of God. IT hope by* 
this time, you are not only perſuaded, thar the” 
Scriptures that we Proteſtants do profeſs and own, ' 
were not the invention of Man ; but alſo you are 
ſatisfied of the veracity, or truth of them, That 
they are not .invented- by men of any ſotr, but are 
indeed, and in truth, the Holy Word of God 
Bur left you ſhould - be yer ſtaggering or ſturs« 
bling, for further corroboration, I will add Eight 
Arguments, and T willdraw a'parallel cen our 
Scnpriure, which-we Proteſtants do profeſs and be- 
lieve to be the Word of God, and-the Scriptures of ' 
— fel ſhall' be thy 
1. Fi all, m Argument tlus, 
If the Holy Bible does not give the leaſt indul- 


w: Proteſtants of all ſorts, do own and beheve 
' fo be the Word of God, Aoes not give the leaſt In- 
-dulgence or Countenance unto any kind of Sin or 

Iniquiry : Therefore the Holy Scriptures muit be 

the Word of God, and not the Invention of men. 

. Secondly, If the Scriptures were not made by bad 
men, nor invenred by Good men, then it muſt be 

3nfallibly the word of the true and living God. But 
| you ſee clearly proved that the Scriprures were not 
' made by bad men, nor invented by good men ; 
* therefore they muſt be the Word of the living and 
true God , and made by him withour the help of 
man. 

3- Thirdly, If the Scriptures do not in the 
kaſt degree, diſcourage and diſcountenance Grace 
| and Holineſs, but is the promoter of it; then the 
+ Scriptures muſt be the Holy Word of God. Bur 
the Scriptures do not in the leaſt degree diſcou- 
rage or diſcountenance Grace and  Helineſs , bur 
do promote it in the hearts of Believers; There- 
+ fore the Holy Scriptures muſt be the- infallible 

Word of God, not the word of Man, nor of Mans 
- making or inventing. 

; 4. Fourthly, If the Scriptures teach all Good- 
- meſs and Virtue, Moral and Divine, both for Body 
and Soul , and Dere& and Condemn all manner 
of Evil, which is hurtful to Body and Soul, both 
remporal and ſpiritual Evils, and gives righreous 
Rules to Men to walk by, and ſhews them what is 

Good, and how they ſhould demean themſelves in 
eyery Relation, Station and Condition , from the 
Prince upon the Throne, unto him that grindeth ar 
the Mill ;” and reacheth the Prince how to Rule and 
Govern in Righteouſneſs and Peace ; and teacheth 
the People how to be governed in the fear of the 
Lord, and ro obey them that have the Rule over 
them, not for Wrath, but for Conſcience-fake, and 
all for the Good and Weal both of Prince and 
People. Then, ſurely the Scriprures muſt be the 
Word of God, and not the Word of Men. Bur 
the Holy Scriprures which we Proteſtants do own 
and believe to be the word of God, do reach all 
Goodneſs and Virtue, Moral and Divine , both for 
Body and Soul, and Dete&t and Condemn all 
manner of Evil, which is hurtful ro Body and Soul, 
both temporal and ſpirirual Evils, and gives righ- 


teous Rules to Men ro live and walk by, and ſhews 


them! what is Good , and how they ſhould demean 
themſelves in every Relation , Station and Condi- 
rion, from rhe Prince vpon the 'Throne, unto him 
- that grindeth at the Mill; and teacheth the Prince 
how to Rule and Govern in Riglitcouſneſs. and 
Peace; and reacherh the People how to be governed 


in the fear of the Lord ,, and to obey them which - 


have the Rule over them,nottor Ar for Con- 
| þ and all-for che (goac Wea be v 
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which we Proteſtants of all ſorts do F and be- 
heve, muſt be the Word of God, not the Word 
of Mcn, nor of Mens Invention. 

5. Fifrhly, If the Scriprures had been invented 
by any fort of ſinful men whatſoever, then cer- 
rainly that ſinful man would have made proviſion 
for the fleſh, and given Indulgence ro his own ſin 
and luſts; for ir is natural for every one to be 
kind to themſelves, and to cheriſh that which they 
love. 

But the Holy Scriptures do no not give the leaſt 
Indulgence or Countenance unto any one particular 
Sin or Immoraliry in the whole Book of God, from 
the firſt of Geneſis unto the laſt of Revelations ; bur 
the whole Current of the Scriptures is bent _ a- 
gainſt it. 

Therefore the Scriptures were not the Invention 
of man, but muſt be the Word of God. 

6. Sixthly , If the Scriptures in all Ages have 
been the Objett of wicked and ungodly mens rage 
and malice, which have cauſed them to perſecute 
thoſe perſons to the very Death, that have been 
the ſtricteſt Profeſſors of it, then it could nor be 
wicked men that made and invented the Scriprures, 

But the Holy Scriptures in all Ages have been 
the Obje& of wicked and ungodly mens Rage 
and Malice, which have cauſed them to perſecute 
thoſe perſons to the very Death, that have been the 
ſtricteſt Profeſlors of it. 

Therefore it could nor be wicked and ungodly 
men that made or invented the Holy Scriptures ; 
Bur it muſt be the Word of God. 

7. Seventhly , If wicked men had made and 
invented the Scriptures, Satan having the Govern- 
ment and Condudt of them, and they being ated 
and influenced and led by his Spirit, as a Good 
man is acted and influenced, and led by the Holy 
Ghoſt ; for Satan ruleth in the Hearts of the Chil- 
dren of Diſobedience ; for he is their Father, Joh 
8. 44. Tt areof your father the Devil, aad the luſts of 
your father ye will do ; he was a murderer from the be- 
ginninz, and abode not in the truth ; when he ſpeaketh 
a lye, he ſpeaketh of his own ; for he is a lyar, an the 
father of it. Now, I fay, if the Children of the Devil 
had made the Scriptures , they would have been 
render and favourable unto their Father's King- 
dom and Intereſt, and have given ſome Counte- 
nance unto it, and not have made the whole benr 
and ſtream of the Scriprures againſt ir, aud afford 
no manner of Indulgence to themſelves,who are rhe 
Devil's Subjects or Vaſſak, or rather his Bond-ſlaves 
indeed, nor no manner of Relief or Support to 
his Kingdom ; But are made againſt all Herefie and 
all other Inzquiry, which is thar wherein the ſtrength 
ofthe Devil's Kingdom lierh; then ſurely the Holy 
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But the Holy Scriptures which we Proteſtants do 
own and believe to be the Word of God, are againſt 
all Heteſie and all other Iniquiry whatſoever , 
which is that wherein the G___ of rheir father's 
Dominion lieth , and doth afford no manner of re- 
lief nor ſupport to the Devils Kingdom, nor no 
kind of countenance to his ſubjefts or children. But 
the whole bent and ſtream of the Scri iS a» 
| wy his Kingdom , ſubjefts and children, there- 

re the Holy Scriptures could not be invented or 
made by any of them, but ic muſt be the infallible 
true word of the everlaſting God, who cannot lie 
nor deny himſelf ; and it was indifted by his Holy 
Spirit , and written by holy men of God as they 
were moved and inſpired by the Holy Ghoſt. 

Eighthly and Laſtly, If it be not in the Power 
of a Good Man to give the Reward that cometh by 
Grace, of Eternal Lifeand Salvation, which is the 
full Fruition and Enjoyment of God for ever in 
Glory, which is promiſed in Scriptureunto all them 
who believe obey it ; Nor to execute the 
threatnings of Hell and Damnation, by puniſhing 
all thoſe with eternal torment which the Holy 
Scriptures have denounced againſt all them that 
tranſpreſs by their diſobedience unto it, becauſe it 
would be to promiſe that which he was no way in 
the leaſt meaſure or degree capable to perform or 
make good, and threaten that which he hath nor a 
power to execute. 

Then it could not be a good man that made or 
invented the Scriptures. 

Bur it is not in the power of a good man to give 
the reward

Fteacherh a man to deny ſinful-ſelf, and righteous- 
F roo, which is a higher Atrainment rhan the 
ing of finful-ſelf; for many Perſons can 
ny faful-ſeIF , that cannot deny righteous-ſelf; 
dr 1t is one of rhe hardeſt duries that is incumbent 
pon a Chriſtian, to deny righteous-{elf ; which is 
bp do good works, and diſcharge every Duty as 
refully and as conſciouſly, asit he ſhould be ju- 
wed and faved by and for ſo doing ; and when 
has done all, ro caſt them behind his back, as if 
nad done nothing, and look unto the Righteoul- 
fs, and the Blood, and Menrts of Chriſt alone for 
ſtification , SanFtification , and Salvation , and 
punt all that ye have done, to be bur filrhy Rays;

3f it be Duty, then it is not Merir ; bur if it be 
Tit, then it is not Duty; for when we have 
ane all we can do, it cannot juſtify nor acquit a 
al of rhe Jeaſt vam ſinful thought: For our juſt;- 
atieu before, and in the ſight of God , cometh

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| But the Gofpel of Antichrift teacheth men atid

Tenthly, "The Goſpel of. Chriſt reacheth men_to 
confeſs" their ſins to God, and. to one another, and 
to pray one for another unto God, .and beg.of hun 
to pardon us in the Blood of Chrift, and+thatGod 
would give the Grace. of Faith and unfeigned R+- 
pentance unto us, thar we may hate ſin, and- for- 
ſake all our ſins ; and here you may ſee what true:

what clearing of your ſelves , yea, what indignation, 
zea, what fear, yea, what wvehement daſire, yea, what 
zeal, yea, what revenge ; in all things ye have app! & 
wed your ſelues to be clear in this matter. is 1s 
rrue Goſpel Repentance-in all the parts of at ; this 
15 Repenrance unto Salvation, never t6 be-rapented 
of; rhey are careful to uſe the utrexrmoſt power 
thar God harh' given them in the means of 6 
never to commit ſin more; and .they clear ; tham- 
felves dy confefſing their fins r6Gad, and i 
of *thetn ; and they take up a holy indignation, a 
an implacable hatred: againft ſin, .and ſtudy how te 
be revenged upon .it,. as ,a- Man doth upon. his im- 
placable enemy ; - and he hath a 'vehergerit deſire 
after Grace and Holineſs, and uſerh” al] the, means 
of Grace which God harh. appointed to that; end; 
And by their being hearty and ſiricere in the work, 
they can approve themſelves ro God in this matter, 
or. appeal ro God , through J&us Chrift, from their 
Conſciences , that they are truly penitenr, and 
have the evidence of it in theniſ{ ves, And it is 
faid, if we confeſs our ſens, that is, after that man- 
ner aforeſaid , not a bare verbal Confeſſion, that 
God is juſt ro forgive 1 aur ſims. 

Now you cannot Pray one among another, nox 
Pray one for another in a right manner , but you 
muſt confeſs your Sins to God, and to one another; 
for if you confeſs your Sins, and do not- pray ; or 
if you do' pray , and not confeſs your Sins, it" 
neither a right Goſpel-Confeſſion, nor a right Pray 
er. Bur if ſr be done.in a right manner. and.

never miſs of a Pardon from God. .in- the Blood of 
Chrift, becauſe God bath promiſed it, and he will 
be as good as his Word, and therefore he-is juſt to 
forgive us our Sins—-—-But if one man can Par- 
don another ; why, then he can merit Life for hin- 
felf and another; then we need . not ro haye Cheift 
feading with the Father for paxdoning Grace for 
imners; no; nor Chriſt need not to have died, that 
vaſt coſt might have been ſpared , if Sinners can 
Pardon one another , and merit, Juſtification ,and

Bur this is juſt like unto a poor Man that is 
deeply in Debt to the King for, Tribute, and -he 
meets with #nother Man that 4s deeper. un Debt 
to the King than he, and the latter faith unto the 
other, Sir , I ſuppoſe you are in the King's Debr. 
Yes, Sir, I am. ell, do but Confeſsro me, how 
much your Debt is, and give me a ſmall Fee, 
and I will pardon you ; ſo he confeſleth, and he 
Pardons him as he pretends. But the poor Man 
ſtands (ill charged in the King's Books, and then 
he runs on again further in Debt; and he goes to 
tis old Friend, and confeſſes his Debt, and he 
Pardvhis him the King's Debr, but he will not for- 
givehim his own Fees ; ns Penny, Pater-Noſter ; no, 
that'is'a Debt cannot be forgiven, and ſo he goes on 
in Debt again and again, and he pardons him ; but 
all this while, he hath none of the Kings Com- 
miſſion for ſo doing. But at laſt, the King calls 
both theſe Debtors to Account; he, that pretended 
to ive the other his Debt to the King, who 
himſelf was deeper in Debt to the King, than the 
other that he pardoned ; and the pardoned man, 
he pleads that he is pardoned ; who pardoned you ? 
y, ſuch a one ; What had he to do to Pardon 
that, which you do owe unto me?

of the Old and New Teſtament, becauſe it is the 
Fundamental DoQtrine of Mans Salvation in both 
Teſtaments , Jam.-2: 10. For whoſoever ſhall keep the 
whole Law, and yet offend in one point , he is guilty of 
all. As partial Obedience, is no [ence ; ſo 
partial owning the Scripture, is a denying the 
Scripture in Fundamentals, which is to deny the 
whole Scripture. But there are a ſort of Perſons 
that naokelh themfelves to be Chriſtians, that do 
deny the Satisfaftion made to the Law and Ju- 
ſtice of God, by the Righteouſneſs and Merits of 
Jeſus Chriſt , to be wholly and intirely ſufficient of 
it ſelf, to juſtifie and acquit a Sinner of all his 
guilt of Sin before God. Therefore t!1:ſe Perſons, 
tho they pretend to be Chriſtians, ani own ſome 
part of the Scriptures, yet theſe very Perſons de- 
ſtroy the Eſſential Being of true Chriſtianicy, and 
deny the whole Scriptures, both of Old and New 
Teftament , becauſe there is this Furdamental 
Doctrine of Mans Salvation in both Teſtaments, 
and a partial owning of Fundam<nt:1 Do&rines 
of the Holy Scriptures, is a total denial of 
them. 

2. Secondly, if any ſort of perſons, who call 
themſelves Chriſtiars, under the diſpenſation of the 
Goſpel, do ſet up, allow, and maintain the Order 
of Prieſthood , Material Altars, and alſo Material 
Sacrifices, then thoſe forr of Chriſtian do deny that 
that Jeſus Chriſt is come in the fleſh, and ſo they 
deny the whole Goſpel of God, and are turned 
back to the Moſaical Law ; therefore no ſuch perſon 
or me thar are of this Principle, can, or 
ought to be Judges and Interpreters of the Holy 
Scriptures.
